PHILADELPHIA, June 24.—The

and which was wildly cheered, was 
the high spot of the Democratic 
convention thus far. 

His sentence calling for a “new 
definition and new interpretation” 
of interstate commerce was the key 
to the keynote. It indicates that 
at this writing the campaign 
strategy of the Roosevelt-Farley 
forces is to ‘promise to carry out 
the New Deal and bring on the 
more abundant life by enacting 
new statutes to replace those inval- 
idated by the Supreme Court, with 
the inference that these substitutes 
will be upheld when the person- 
nel of the court is changed and the 
desired “new definition” of the 
commerce clause is rendered by the 
Court. 

“Is the Supreme Court beyond 
criticism? May it be regarded as 
too sacred to be disagreed with?” 
the deep-voiced Kentuckian asked 
the 14,000 persons who filled the 
Municipal Auditorium to the top- 
most rows. Spontaneously from all 
over the hall—from spectators in 
the balconies as well as from dele- 
gates on the floor—came loud 
shouts of “No! No!” 

Nothing Definite, However. 

Asserting that Thomas Jefferson, 
Andrew Jackson, Abraham ,Lincoln 
and Theodore Roosevelt did not ac- 
cord the decisions of the Supreme 
Court immunity from popular 
review, Senator Barkley said that 


‘if it became necessary to amend the 


Constitution to enable the Ameri- 
can people to solve their problems 
and protect their rights or “to over- 
come some archaic interpretation 
never intended by its framers,” the 
people would doubtless face the

High wages and adequate annual 
income for workers’ preservation of 
free speech, press and assembly; con- 
tinuation of a social security pro- 
gram; ratification of the pending 
‘child labor amendment to the Con- 
stitution; more restrictive immigra- 
tion legislation; approval of the 
Wagner Housing Act and deporta- 
tion of aliens who advocate revolu- 
tion and violent overthrow of the 
American political and social order. 

Heywood Broun, president of the 
American Newspaper Guild, urged 
that any plank on collective bar- 
gaining be supplemented by another 
asking for a constitutional amend- 
ment giving the Federal Govern- 
ment the right to protect labor in 
organizing and. bargaining collec- 
tively. 

Farm Plank Proposals. 

Edward A. O'Neal, president of 
the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, and L. J. Taber, master of the 
National Grange, presented recom- 
mendations on farm aid. 

The Farm Bureau urged indorse- 
ment of crop production control, a 
permanent system of commodity 
loans and the maintenance of a 
“well rounded practical soil conser- 

~ vation and land utilization © pro- 
gram.” 

Both organizations demanded rec- 
ognition of the principle of price 
parity between the products of ag- 
riculture and industry in the do- 
mestic market. 

The Grange, however, omitted 
reference to production control and 
placed emphasis on a soil conserva- 
tion program. 

The Farm Bureau indorsed the 
administration's reciprocal 2Pade 
agreements for expansion of for- 
eign markets, but the Grange asked 
for revision of the reciprocal 
Treaty Act to require Senate rati- 
fication of agreements and to repeal 
the unconditional most favored na- 
tion clause, by which concessions 
of a single bilateral treaty are ex- 
tended other nations. 

The Farm Bureau asked for Fed- 
eral control or regulation of mo- 

» nopolies. : 

The Farm Bureau demanded a 
managed currency, regulated on an 
index of basic commodities to main- 
tain a dollar with a constant pur- 
chasing and debt-paying power. 

The Grange asked for a mone 
tary system providing “an honest 
dollar” with constant purchasing 
power. 

Representative Caroline O'Day of 
New York presented to the com- 
mitttee an eight-point program 
adopted by a committee represent- 

ing woman voters, placing empha- 
sis on protection of individual free- 
dom and peace. 

Speaking for the National League 
of Women Voters, Mrs. Larue 
Brown of Boston urged a civil serv- 
fee plank which would speak for 
@bolition of the spoils system and 


history. 

This plank, in its present form, 
indorses consumer co-operatives for 
the distribution of goods on a non- 
profit basis and calls for the es- 
tablishment of a bureau or a de- 
partment in Washington which 
would serve as a fact-finding body 
for co-operative societies through- 
out the country. This new bureau 
would co-ordinate the work now 
done by co-operative experts in half 
a dozen different branches of the 
Government. 

While it may be substantially 
modified when it is finally put into 
the platform—or may even be 
knocked out at the insistence of 
conservative leaders—that is the 
form in which it now stands. It 
may, however, be made a part of 
the strong anti-monopoly deciara- 
tion which is certain to be included 
in the platform. Such an anti-mo- 
nopoly plank may go so far as to 
point out that only through co-op- 
erative ownership of the means of 
distribution can the power of mo- 
nopoly be broken. But it is doubtful 
if it will go to this length. 

At Wagner’s Request. 

The co-operative plank was 
drawn up at the request of Senator 
Robert F. Wagner of New York, 
chairman of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee, which is drafting the plat- 
form. Before he left Washington 
for the convention, Wagner said 
that a co-operative plank had been 
drawn, but added, as a customary 
precaution, that it was merely a 
tentative draft and the issue would 
be finally determined by the Reso- 
iutions Committee. 

The request for a plank, it. is 
known, came from the White House. 
President Roosevelt has developed 
a sudden interest in the consumer 
co-operative movement which has 
been taking shape in this country 
during the last five years. 

Another reason for the co-opera- 
tive plank is the concern felt among 
certain Democratic leaders over the 
third party movement launched last 
week by Father Coughlin and Rep- 
resentative Lemke of North Dakota 
who is to be the candidate for Pres- 
ident of the new Union party. It 
was felt that it would be valuable 
to have some political medicine to 
offset the manifold appeals which 
the Townsend - Coughlin - Lemke 
group will make in the Middle West. 
The Union party is for inflation, 
for a liberal silver policy, for gen- 
erous pensions to all. 

Middle Course Platform. 

With these provocative appeals 
the platform drafters do not hope 
to compete. What they are aiming 
at is a “middle course” platform 
which will have a “liberal” appeal 
but still will not alienate the con- 
servatives who wield the real power.

The President named Jacob Bak- 
er, Assistant WPA Administrator, 
Leland Olds, secretary of the New 
York State Power Authority, and 
Charles E, Stuart, an engineer.

Philadelphia Makes 


a Good Impression. 


HIS Philadelphia Municipal Au- 
T aitorium is one of the most 

magnificent public halls’ in 
America. Its capacity—about 15,000 
—is slightly less than that of the 
Cleveland Public Hall, where the 
Republicans met, but the acoustics 
are infinitely superior, and the 
decorations are in better taste. 
Philadelphia, in fact, is making an 
excellent impression on convention 
visitors. The city has a sort of 
“class” which is difficult to define.’

Jabs at Landon. 

With only two short introductory 
sentences preceding it, Senator 
Barkley struck out backhandedly 
at the Republican nominee with the 
remark that “we meet to rename, 
and subsequently to re-elect, to the 
highest office within our gift a 
man whose build-up is his record.” 

In several other connections the 
keynote sounder came back to Gov. 
Landon. In discussing the Federal 
bank deposit insurance, he said 
that the Kansan had denounced the 
plan before the American Bankers’ 
Association and as Governor of his 
State “had exerted all of his influ- 
ence” to prevent Kansas banks 
from adhering to it. Again, Bark- 
ley sought to show inconsistency 
between Landon’s anxiety for the 
Supreme Court and the Constitu- 
tion today and his devotion in 1912 
to Theodore Roosevelt, who, as the 
keynoter, phrased it, “had so little 
regard for the court’s decisions that 
he advocated their recall by the 
vote of the people.” Finally the 
speaker joined Landon and Cel. 
Frank Knox, Republican nominee 
for Vice-President, as the “twin 
discoveries of William Randolph 
Hearst.” 

Mention of Hearst’s name occa- 
sioned widespread booing as did a 
reference to the Liberty League, 
which Barkley defined as “the Re- 
publican party’s holding company 
which, if it had existed in 1776 as 
now officered and manned, would 
have been against the Declaration 
of Independence, the Revolutionary 
War and the Constitution of the 
United States.” 

St. Louis Debate Recalled. 

Much that Barkley said on so- 
cial and economic questions was 
reminiscent of his address as rep- 
resentative of the Democratic party 
in the three-cornered debate on po- 
litical issues, sponsored by the De- 
partment of Superintendence of the 
National Education Association at 


February. 

In considerable detail, but with 
many a bell-ringing statement, Sen- 
ator Barkley recounted the Demo- 
cratic version of the course of 
American business, industrial, farm 
and social life under recent Repub- 
lican Presidents, and outlined the 
crash and the recovery, as he called 
it, under Roosevelt.

“False Signals” on Speculation. 
As in his St. Louis address, Sen- 
ator Barkley criticised the preced- 
ing Republican administrations for 
having permitted “speculative ex- 
cess,” which he said last night was 
led on “by the false signals flashed 
from the doors of the Treasury and 
the executive mansion.” At the 
same time, he said, business after 
business went to the wall, banks 
closed, jobless people joined the 
bread lines and the American peo- 
ple lost confidence in themselves 
and in their institutions. 

All this was changed, Barkley 
said, with the coming of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt to the presidency. As- 
suming a heavier burden than 
“ever descended on any man since 
Washington knelt in the snow and 
Lincoln watched the Confederate 
flags across the Potomac,” the new 
President, to quote Barkley, 
“opened his breast to the raging 
storm and checked it in a day.” 
“Those who are his detractors to- 
day,” he continued, “then had either 
sought shelter in a storm cellar or 
had journey to Washington with 
tin cup in hand, a pair of blue 
glasses and a dog.” 

“What I ask and the people have 
a right to know,” Senator Barkley 
said in a very Rooseveltian passage, 
“is whether the Republican pro- 
gram contemplates the honest en- 
forcement of the new enactments; 
whether those who shape the pro- 
gram will divorce themselves from 
whatever allegiance may have held 
them to these interests; or whether 
they propose to undo the work we 
have accomplished.” 

Agriculture, Debts, Taxes. 

Barkley was particularly hard on 
the Republicans in connection with 
agriculture. Their bitterest tears, 
he said, have not been shed over 
the slaughter of “a few little pigs,” 
but over the killing of the fat hogs 
of privilege and plunder which has

The most sarcastic thing Senator 
Barkley said about the Supreme 
Court—a statement which included 
President Roosevelt’s idea of a “no 
man’s land” between state and Fed- 
eral Governments and provoked a 
burst of laughter—was this: 

“These Judges have decided that 
under the Constitution the Federal 
Government cannot lift men, wom- 
en and children out of the deg- 
radation of unconscionable hours, 
wages or working conditions, be- 
cause it violates the rights of the 
states. They have decided that the 
states cannot do it because it in- 
vades the rights of private prop- 
erty. I presume this will soon lead 
us to the conclusion that private 
property cannot do it because it 
violates the law of gravitation.” 

New Deal “Liberty.” 

Barkley answered the charge that 
the Roosevelt administration had 
destroyed liberty by accepting it as 
a high compliment. The types of 
liberty his party has destroyed, he 
said, included the liberty of small 
groups to pick the pockets of the 
people; the liberty of organized 
greed to pervert the agencies of 
government to their own  enrich- 
ment and the liberty of great fi- 
nancial wizards to engulf the na- 
tion with the floodwaters of fren- 
zied speculation.

PIERSON LAWYER 
AND ONE OF JURORS 
GET INTO FIGHT 


Jack Moore, of the Defense 
at Fire Murder Trial, 
Mixes With rrank Hamm 


at Tavern. 


Circuit Judge James M. Douglas, 
after formally sentencing Ralph 
Pierson to life imprisonment for 
murder today, told reporters he 
would instruct the grand jury, when 
it meets Friday afternoon, to inves- 
tigate the circumstances which led 
to a fight Monday night between 
one of Pierson’s lawyers and a 
member of the jury which convicted 
Pierson last month. 

The juror, Frank Hamm, and the 


attorney, Jack Moore, are to appear 
in Police Court July 7 to answer 
cross charges of peace disturbance 
filed after the fight which grew out 
of Moore’s investigation of the 
jury’s deliberations. Judge Doug- 
las said Hamm and other members 
of the Pierson jury would be sum- 
moned by the grand jury. 

Moore told the Post-Dispatch he 
went to see Hamm because of a 
rumor that a Deputy Sheriff who 
was in charge of the jury during 
the trial had said in Hamm’s pres- 
ence, before the verdict was ren- 
dered, that Pierson was “just as 
guilty as if he had taken a gun 
and shot those people.” 

Pierson, co-owner of the Buck- 
ingham Hotel Annex, destroyed by 
fire with a loss of seven lives in 
1927, was to have been sentenced 
last Monday, but Judge Douglas 
granted a delay to permit Moore to 
investigate the rumor. Pierson’s 
chief counsel, Verne Lacy, an- 
nounced after sentence had been 
imposed that an appeai would be 
taken. 

There was no reference during 
today’s court session to the investi- 
gation or the fight which resulted 
from it. Moore told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter he had found no 
basis for the rumor. Had it been 
substantiated, it might have been 
used in support of an application 
for a new trial. 


Drunken Fight, Says Hamm. 


Hamm, a bus driver for the Pub- 
lice Service Co., who resides at 4669 
North Market street, denied to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
he had discussed the Pierson case 
with Moore. “We just got into a 
drunken fight,” he said. “The Pier- 
son case had nothing to do with 
.” 

The written police report of the 
fight and what led up to it quoted 
Hamm as having said that he met 
Moore Monday afternoon about 2 
o'clock in a tavern at 6076 Maple 
avenue, and that they remained 
there drinking until about 9 p. m. 


Hamm, the report continued, told | 


police that Moore said it would be 
possible to get a new trial for Pier- 
son if he could get affidavits from 
four jurors that they had _ dis- 
cussed their opinions before all the 
evidence had _ been _ presented. 
Hamm’s reply, according to the re- 
port,: was that he did not think 
the affidavits could be obtained. 


About 9 o’clock the two went to' 


another tavern at 5928 Delmar 
boulevard, where the fight devel- 
oped. Hamm told police that Moore 
had pointed to him and said _ to 
others in the tavern, “There’s the 
———— who sent Pierson up for 
life.” Moore said he did not recall 
that statement, but added that he 
had been “razzing” Hamm about 
the verdict before the fight. 


Auto Windshield Broken. 


In the course of the fight Hamm 
broke ¢he windshield of Moore’s au- 
tomobile with a chair, and Burt A. 
Kammerer, a lawyer who is inter- 
ested in a restaurant next door to 
the tavern, joined in to help Moore, 
according to Hamm. 

The matter came to the atten- 
tion of authorities when Moore re- 
quested the arrest of Hamm and 
filed charges of peace disturbance 
and destruction of property against 
him. Hamm, after his arrest, caused 
the arrest of Moore and Kammerer 
on peace disturbance charges. 

James H. Crawford, foreman of 
the Pierson jury, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
he went to Judge Douglas’ court-

JUROR CRITICISES 
WITNESS IN COURT 


Statement Causes Defense Mo- 
tion for Mistrial in Fire 
Insurance Case. 


Jerome J. Schotten, coffee mer- 
chant and member of a Federal 
jury hearing an involved fire insur- 
ance suit, caused a defense request 
for a mistrial yesterday when he 
questioned the credibility of evi- 
dence presented by a witness, whom 


he interrogated after attorneys in 
the’case had completed their exam- 
ination. Federal Judge Davis over- 
ruled the motion for a new trial. 

The suit was that of the Dutton 
Advertising Co., which is seeking 
to collect $42,500 fire insurance from 
the General Insurance Co. of Amer- 
ica for a fire in the Dutton print- 
ing plant at 615 South Sarah street 
in May, 1933. The,insurance cont 
pany, contending that the advertis- 
ing firm failed to disclose that the 
‘articles insured were obsolete ad- 
vertising novelties, asked for can- 
celation of the policies. A Fed- 
eral jury failed to reach a verdict 
at the first trial of the case a year 
ago. 

“Muddled” by Evidence. 

Juror Schotten previously had 
stated he was “muddled” by some 
of the evidence, which is in the 
third week of presentation. Yester- 
day, after attorneys had completed 
examination of an insurance ad- 
juster, who remarked that he had 
changed his opinion regarding the 
integrity of certain persons in- 
volved in the suit, Schotten ques- 
tioned the witness concerning his 
attendance in court and received 
an admission that he had been 
bored by the long hearing and had 
left the room at various times. 

“Is it customary in Seattle, where 
you come from, to defame the char- 
acter of persons on fragmentary 
evidence?” Schotten asked, adding 
that “as a juror in this case I want 
to tell you I do not regard your 
testimony as credible.” 


William R. Gilbert, defense coun- 
sel, requested a mistrial and stated 
that Juror Schotten’s remarks con- 
stituted a new experience for him. 

Schotten was a member of the 
jury which last month failed to 
agree in the suit of Mrs. Naomi 
Rogers Gleason to collect $5000 
from the Aetna Life Insurance Co. 
on a policy issued to her husband, 
William Gleason, veteran fire cap- 
tain and baseball player. He in- 
terrupted the final argument of 
Patrick H. Cullen, counsel for Mrs. 
Gleason, on a point of evidence, and 
when the jury reported that no 
agreement could be reached, Schot- 
ten volunteered the statement that 
he was responsible for “hanging 
the jury” because, he explained to 
Judge Davis, he had been unable 
to follow one of the Court’s in- 
structions on the law. 

Propriety Questioned. 

After the defense motion was over- 
ruled yesterday, C. C, Lewis, an elec- 
trical engineer, who is a member of 
the jury, asked the Court if it was 
proper for Schotten to present his 
views while the case was in trial. 

“Under the circumstances,” Judge 
Davis explained, “I do not feel that 
I care to answer Mr. Lewis’ ques- 
tion.

JUDGE SARTORIUS DENIES 
HE VIOLATED COURT ORDER 


Brief Filed for Him in Connection 
With of Proba- 
tion Deputies. 

Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sartorius, 
in a brief filed in St. Louis Court of 
Appeals yesterday, denied he had 
violated terms of a temporary writ

HE text of the keynote speech 
of Senator Barkley of Ken- 
tucky as prepared for delivery be- 
fore the Democratic National Con- 
vention follows: 

Ladies and gentlemen of the 
convention: 

We have assembled, as we have 
done for more than a century, to 
justify in government a liberal- 
ism designed to promote those 
primal and inalienable rights 
which outweigh all political for- 
malism and all conceptions of 
special privilege. We are as- 
sembled here not merely to de- 
fend but to proclaim the New 
Deal, as the surest highway to 
that “life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness,” to which Thomas 
Jefferson devoted his life and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt is conse- 
crating every fiber of his immor- 
tal spirit. 

We meet in the fullness of na- 
tional . responsibiilty in all 
branches of the Government save 
one, and with a-record of per- 
formance never equaled in the 
history of the republic; and on 
that record we stand before the 
American people without apology 
and without retreat. 

We meet to rename, and sub- 
sequently to re-elect, to the high- 
est office within our gift a man 
whose build-up is his record. 


“Four Tragic Years.” 


As we survey the picture which 
the world presents and contem- 
plate the four tragic years just 
prior to 1933 and the slow but 
steady progress of our country 
under this Democratic adminis- 
tration, we are moved by a sense 
of profound gratitude that the 
nation today looks into the fu- 
ture. with eyes that see within 
reach the goal of a happier and 
more abundant life for all our 
people. 

We come to this convention in 
the name of a democracy which is 
national in’ its historic back- 
ground, in its approach to and 
willingness to deal in a national 
way with problems that are na- 
tional in their scope. 

We recognize the complexity 
of modern life. We covet no pow- 
er that would deprive the states 
of the right to deal locally with 
local responsibilities. These are 
adequate to consume the energies 
of all who are willing to devote 
themselves to their solution, 

National Considerations. 

But we recognize the undenia- 
ble and self-evident fact that be- 
cause of our growth in territory, 
population, wealth, the means of 
production, distribution and con- 
sumption and the facilities of 
transportation and communica- 
tion which have knitted the 
American people into a nation, 
certain great vital questions af- 
fecting the daily lives of the peo- 
ple as a whole have been project- 
ed into our economic and social 
structure. 

These vital questions cannot be 
stubbornly avoided or ‘their solu- 
tion long delayed -by any polit- 
ical party or any administration 
which has an adequate sense of 
its responsibility to the people. 

Political organizations are 
neither created nor justified 
merely as means of obtaining 
public office. Their justification 
lies alone in affording a means 
of expression and desire, as well 
as a focus of responsibility, in 
the administration of public af- 
fairs. 

Thomas Jefferson is often mis- 
represented by those who pay to 
him the dubious homage of the 


lip as having said “that govern- : 


ment is best 
least.” 

From all the volumes which 
Jefferson wrote it is indeed un- 
fair to lift and emphasize a single 
sentence, uttered concerning an 
ideal state of human perfection 
never yet attained. If that sen- 
tence must be taken without con- 
text or reservation, it is but a 
step to the doctrine that “that 
government is best which gov- 
erns not at-.all.” 

Duties of Federal Government. 

In this age of infinite com- 
plexity, of mutual dependence of 
community on community, state 
on state and nation on nation, 
all responsible governments must 
enlarge their field of activity and 
supervision to the end that the 
weak may be protected from the 
strong and rapacious and the ap- 
Proximation of justice among all 
classes may be secured. 

Any political group. therefore. 
which, in the midst of tragic im- 
potence among the people to ad- 
Just unaided their lives and for- 
tunes, carve their individual paths 

through the impenetrable forests 
of economic density, hides behind 
the sedentary indolence of some 
enclent shibboleth, is unfit for 
igh station or responsibility in 
the society of our day.’ 

This is a moving, changing 
world tn which we live. New gen- 
erations, viewing the discarded 
shell of ancient theories, and im- 
patient with the fatal doctrine of 


which governs 


_ defeatism, are asking why, among 


ell the arts and selences and 
echievements of man, only gov- 
ernment is a laggard. And make 


no mistake about it, they are 
searching for the answer. 
“Political Antiquarians.” 

It was this impatience with the 
blighting atmosphere of the polit- 
ical and social antiquarian that 
made Jefferson the foremost, as 
well as the most despised liberal 
of his generation; that drove An- 
drew Jackson along a course for 
which he was denounced as a vul- 
gar ruffian; that inspired Abra- 
ham Lincoln toward a goal for 
which he was described as the 
earthly incarnation of coarse buf- 
foonery; and that left Wood- 
row Wilson to be cynically pic- 
tured as a dreamy professor bent 
on political and social experi- 
mentation. 

Franklin Roosevelt finds him- 
self in glorious companionship 
with these great spirits who 


spurned the chariot of futility and 


negation. 

He has not dallied with defeat 
nor taken counsel with cowardice 
lest his feet be found on untrav- 
eled ground. He has sought to 
dedicate the powers of this Gov- 
ernment to the service of the 
people who support it with their 
substance and their blood. He 
has restored to them faith in it 
and control over it. 

Why was it essential that the 
powers of government be exerted 
in a new way on the daily life of 
the American people? Why is it 
impossible to tread the same old 
paths, no matter where they lead? 
Why had there been a complete 
breakdown in  ~»*nearly'=§ every 
branch of public and private en- 
deavor”? 


“Twelve Long Years.” 


Because for 12 years—yea, 12 
“long” years—the ancient doc- 
trainaires of special privilege had 
stood at the pilot’s wheel on our 
ship of state. Because the pow- 
ers of Government had been ex- 
ercised to promote the end of 
injustice and bring a palsy to the 
efforts of the people exerted in 
their own behalf. 

Because the streams intended 
for the unretarded flow of the 
people's energies were choked 
and we found it necessary here 
and there to cut a new and 
straighter channel instead of try- 
ing to clean out an old and 
crooked one. 

I find no relish in picking or 
pointing at ancient wounds. But 
in order to assess the wisdom of 
the remedies we have adminis- 
tered, let us diagnose the ail- 
ments from which we suffered. 

They are of such recent exist- 
ence that it ought not to be nec- 
essary to recount them. But my 
distinguished friend, the Senator 
from Oregon, who was temporary 
chairman of the Republican con- 
vention, forgot to mention them 
at Cleveland. 

And some of those who suffer- 
ed and have been cured are now 
the most arrogant in their an- 
tagonism to the process which 
brought them through the crisis. 
Some of those who were rescued 
from drowning in the economic 
flood waters let loose by the 
previous 12 “long” years, now 
complain because in lifting them 
out we were forced to pull their 
hair. 


What Koosevelt Faced. 


When the present administra- 
tion assumed office on March 4, 
1933, all classes of society bore 
the marks of such a combination 
of maladies that it is only possi- 
ble to mehtion them in the vagu- 
est outline. 

These maladies were not local. 
They were not set off by metes 
and bounds. They were not walled 
in by territorial barriers nor 
quarantined by yellow flags nailed 
to -a tree. They were maladies 
which took root deeply in the 
whole body of our social and 
economic fabric and were, there- 
fore, chronic. 

They have been fostered by en- 
during neglect, magnified by polit- 
ical folly, aggravated by venality 
and perpetuated by the frantic 
effort to cure them by their 
causes. No nation can prosper 
long or truly which finds no out- 
let for the surplus products of 
its genius and labor. 

But in four years—yea’ “four 
long years’—under. the guidance 
of the man who was applauded 
but not renominated at Cleveland, 
we saw our trade with the world 
deciine from 10 billion to three 
billion dollars per year, setting 
the feet of 3,000,000 men upon the 
streets and turning their faces to- 
ward the lengthening bread-lines. 

Plight of the Farmer. 

For 10 “long” years the condi- 
tion of the American farmer had 
Steadily declined in spite of the 
hectic flush of prosperity found 
on other portions of the economic 
body. 

Each recurring season saw him 
compelled te accept for the prod- 
ucts of his toil less than the cost 
of their production; saw his debts 
enlarged and his ability reduced: 
saw one-half the farms of the na- 
tion under mortgage and one- 
fifth of these on the verge of fore- 
closure; saw his foreign markets 
lost and his home markets re- 
duced; saw mounting and unsal- 
able surpluses in all the basie 
products of the farm. 
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The farmer was losing not only 
his home, his toil, the rewards of 
his life and energy. He was los- 
ing faith in the ability or will 
ingness of organized society 
through its only agency, govern- 
ment, to give him the same kind 
of bréak it had for generations 
given to others. 

He was losing faith in politt- 
cal promises which had made 
him the victim of cynical indif- 
ference and devastating greed. 

As if to pile Ossa on Pelion, 
the avenues of public and private 
credit were closed to him and 
the cry of the auctioneer was 
heard at every courthouse door. 

Bank Failures. 

In the realm of finance chaos 
greater than was ever seén in 
this or any other nation spread 
its shadow across the country. 
In the four years from 1928 to 
1932 more banks had closed in 
failure than had ever closed be- 
fore, and more than in all the 
rest of the world in the same 
length of time. 

The impact of the crash was 
so terrific and convulsive that 
through terror men cried out in 
the anguish of their souls at the 
loss of their life’s savings and 
their economic independence. 

Industrial production had de- 
clined to 53 per cent of normal, 
while industrial employment de- 
clined to 61 per cent. The purring 
wheels of production were silent 
and smokeless smokestacks were 
silhouetted against the heavens 
like monuments on a_ deserted 
battlefield. 

Led on by the fires of specu- 
lative excess, and by the false 
signals flashed from the doors 
of the Treasury and the Execu- 
tive Mansion, millions of men and 
women found themselves stunned 
by the falling debris of worthless 
securities foisted on them by in- 
vestment pirates. They saw their 
substance drawn from. their 
hands as if by some unseen’ 

magic force. 


Archaic and unethical methods . 


of business competition ob 
tained illegitimate profit regard- 
less of merit and strangled small- 
er units of production and distri- 
bution. 

Sweat shops, long hours, low 
wages, unwholesome working 
conditions and the physical and 
mental degradation of children 
remained the crowning infamy 
of portions of American indus- 
try. 

15,000,000 Unemployed. 

Unemployment rolis never 
dreamed of by the accumulated 
pessimism of the century revealed 
between fifteen and sixteen mil- 
lion laborers in idleness. 

Down went every economic in- 
dex, while the savings of life- 
times ran slowly out like sand in 
a weary hour-glass, and every 
month new thousands left the se- 
curity of work until 15,000,000 
workers tramped the streets in 
hopeless agony of effort. 

Down we were hurled for “three 
long years,’ while confidence like 
a prodigal went into a far coun- 
try, and the courage which had 
braved these barren shores in the 
days of the Puritan and under the 
pioneers had extinguished a con- 
tinental wilderness began to faint 
on every hearth-stone. 

“Three long years” of Republi- 
can superiority found local chari- 
ty and relief everywhere collops- 
ing, and millions of human be- 
ings were begging’ for bread, 
raiment and shelter, and un- 
counted numbers of them found. 
sleep only by the roadside, or 
upon park benches from which 
they crawled with the rising sun 
like dogs from a kennel. 

“Coolidge-Hoover Debauch.” 


Upon the crowded street corner 
the soap-box agitator found it 
not difficult to lash into fury the 
emotions which were aroused in 
the disillusioned souls of men, 
who had lost not only lands and 
buildings and jobs and scraps of 
paper, but their faith in govern- 
ment, in society and justice and 
the spiritual foundations which 
sanctify the use and enjoyment of 
every earthly possession. 

In 1929 the debauch of the 
Coolidge-Hoover revelry and the 
“12 long years” of Hamiltonian 
exploitation were over. The dance 
was ended at last. The gaunt 
pipers of bankruptcy, starvation 
and unemployment had come to 
claim their fee. 

Ong sudden blast of wrath from 
uatedbes truth and decency and 
honor and prudence and thrift 
and common sense, and the tinsel 
tower of false dreams, false pride, 
false promises and false hope col- 
lapsed in irretrievable ruin and 
dreary desolation. 

“Three long years” of normalcy 
and they had wiped out half the 
values accumulated in this nation 
since Christopher Columbus, and 
half the total income of all the 
people of these United States. 

“Three long years” and 
We did not dare to breathe a 

prayer 

Or to give our anguish scope, 
Something was dead in each of us, 

And what was dead was hope. 

Roosevelt's Heavy Burden. 

Then_came Franklin Roosevelt 
and assumed the heaviest burden 
that ever descended on any man 
since Washington knelt in the 
snow and Lincoln watched the 
Confederate flags across the Po- 
tomac. As his first act, he also 
knelt before an altar and prayed. 
As his second, he opened his 
breast to the raging storm and 
checked it in a day. 

Where were his detractors 
then? They had sought refuge 
im the storm cellar.. They now 
cry “the republic is in peril. The 
republic is lost,” and, for all of 
them, it might have been. 

The president of the 
States Chamber of Commerce 
asked the President to assume 
the powers of a dictator for 
“three long years.” 

The capital was flooded with 
paper plans of impotent puppets 
of Toryism begging Government 
to assume responsibility for all 
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SENATOR HARRY S. TRUMAN 


On the convention floor last night during the keynote speech. 


The President scorned these 
suggestions. With every word 
and act he breathed new confi- 
dence in American institutions, 
confidence in the courage of tra- 
ditional Americanism, and he 
twitted the nation for its fear of 
fear. 

There is not an American who 
does not know what happened 
then. Faith returned. Confidence 
revived. National courage rose 
like the sun at dawn. Faces that 
for “three long years” had for- 
gotten how to smile brightened 
and looked up. Americanism re- 
turned to America. 

Shall I recount the steps by 
which this task was charted and 
is moving to fulfilment? Have 
the American people forgotten 
the valley into which they were 
led, and are they unconscious of 
the resistless tread of their feet 
out of that valley and up the 
long rough slopes to the heights 
from which they had descended? 


Emergency Legislation. 


Need I remind you of that 
stroke of boldness which pro- 
claimed the holiday of banks? 
Or the passage of the Emergency 
Banking Act? Or the Banking 
Act of 1935, which together re- 
stored not only banking but pub- 
lic confidence in banks, which 
withdrew banks from the feverish 
speculation of the stock market 
and made them banks again? 
Which strengthened their founda- 
tions and guaranteed their de- 
posits and enticed from hiding 
places billions of dollars which 
had sought security in seclusion? 

And need I remind’ you that the 
Republicans who manipulated the 
Cleveland convention nominated a 
man for President who before the 
American Bankers’ Association 
denounced the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Act which guaranteed 
the deposits of the people 
throughout the United States and 
as Governor of his State exerted 
every ounce of influence at his 
command to prevent the banks 
of Kansas from entering the guar- 
antee system? 

What I now ask, and the people 
have a right to know, is whether 
the miscellaneous assembly of 
heterogeneous elements which 
met at Cleveland two weeks ago, 
and the ticket which it nominated, 
approve this great financial pro- 
gram and its results, or whether, 
if returned to power, they will 
scuttle it again as they scuttled 
the great system set up by the 
administration of Woodrow Wil- 
son. 

Recovery of the Banks. 

And what I ask, and the people 
have a right to know, is whether 
some of those who journeyed to 
Washington in the days of their 
distress with a tin cup, a pair of 
blue glasses and a dog and ob- 
tained from the Treasury, through 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, two and a quarter bil- 
lion dollars of the people’s money 
in order that they might live, 
now propose to belittle their past 
predicament and those who 
rescued them from it and made 
it possible for the national banks 
alone to turn an annual loss of 
$150,000,000 to a net profit of 
more than $200,000,000. 

During the four long years just 
prior to the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration, more than seven thou- 
sand banks went out of business, 
and total deposits in all banks 
decreased by more than $15,000,- 
000,000. 

Ask the 8,000,000 depositors in 
these vanished banks whether 
they desire to return to those 
days of ragged individualism. Ask 
them whether they favor the re- 
peal or crippling of the guaranty 
of bank deposits and the eltceion 
of a man as President who strug- 
gied to obstruct both its enact- 
ment and its administration. 

The answer will be an over- 
whelming no! 

While under Mr. Hoover, more 
than 7000 banks closed their doors 
permanently, only 264 State and 
National banks have closed since 


| 


March 16, 1933, the end of the 
bank holiday, and only eight of 
them were National banks, Thus 
far in the good year 1936, not a 
single National bank in the Unit- 
ed States has closed its doors in 
the faces of the people. 


Trade Agreements. 


Need I here recount the efforts 
of the great Secretary of State, 
Mr. Cordell Huli, to pry ajar the 
gates of foreign trade and start 
again the movement of interna- 
tional commerce and good will? 

Through the trade agreements 
authorized by Congress and con- 
summated under that authority, 
our commerce with other nations 
has increased from 27 per cent of 
normal in March, 1933, to 56 per 
cent of normal in April, 1936; or 
from $2,933,000,000 in 1932 to $4,- 
330,000,000 in 1935. 

But in spite of this, we wit- 
nessed in the recent Republican 
convention a bitter denunciation 
of the power given to and exer- 
cised by the President as being 
wicked and unconstitutional, in 
spite of the fact that from 1798 
to 1935 Congress has from time to 
time conferred such authority on 
the President in the interest of 
American trade. 

The Republican platform pro- 
poses to repeal all trade agree- 
ments and the law under which 
they were negotiated. 


G. O. P. and Foreign Trade. 


The hypocrisy and insincerity 
of those who framed and now ac- 
cept that pronouncement are re- 
vealed in all their nakedness 
when we recall, as they have 
conveniently forgotten, that un- 
der no less than two past Re- 
publican administrations, similar 
authority was conferred upon 
Republican Presidents, and no 
less than 10 such trade agree- 
ments were entered into without 
ratification by the Senate. 

Having driven our trade from 
the seas, locked our ships in the 
ports and hauled down the Amer- 
ican flag as the symbol of com- 
mercial enterprise, the Republi- 
can leaders now wail and gnash 
their teeth because we are restor- 
ing the flag, the commerce and 
prestige of the American nation. 

What do they offer as a sub- 
stitute out of the depths of their 
own political and _ intellectual 
bankruptcy nothing more nor less 
than another stroke of commer- 
cial apoplexy in the clinic of 
Smoot and Hawley. 

But we are told by the Repub- 
lican battalion of death, and its 
illegitimate brother, the Ameri- 
can Liberty League, that we are 
laying the hampering hand of 
government on the innocent heads 
of business and finance. These 
dismal prophets of panic and 
propaganda will continue to an- 
noy the American people with 
their lamentations. 


Stock Manipulation. 


What business are. we outrag- 
ing? 

For 12 years—yea, for “12 long 
years’—the leaders of the Repub- 
lican party dwelt in a fool's para- 
dise and allowed the American 
people to pour billions of dollars 
into the sink-hole of fraudulent 
investment securities. 

They saw grow up, if they did 
not foster, a prodigious system of 
inflated stocks, and saw them 
peddied from door to door 
throughout America; and they 
saw the market prices for them 
juggied and artificially manipu- 
lated beyond the power of the av- 
erage man to escape or compre- 
hend. 

With bland and callous uné¢on- 
cern they sat smugly through the 
carnival until the mask was torn 
off and the public saw the putrid 
pestilence of financial debauchery 
which had blown into their nos- 
trils an alien odor; and the re- 
sult was the passage of the Secur- 
ity and Exchange Acts for the 
protection of the people. 

These measures were denounced 
in bloc. But the issue of new and 
honest securities has increased 50 


‘in their insulting speeches? 


per cent; the value of old ones 
by more than 40 per cent. 

In their platform they stammer 
a pious sentence in behalf of regu- 
lation of interstate securities and 
interstate activities of public util- 
ities. But we have already done 
it. 

Rise of Holding Companies, 

They sat in the folds of com- 
fortable and luxurious upholstery 
while a giant system of holding 
companies was built, one upon an- 
other, in the public utility field, 
wringing exorbitant profits from 
investors, operating companies 
and consumers. 

But did the leaders of old or 
new guards in Republicanism lash 
their faces into scarlet or their 
hearts into indignation over the 
spoliation of innocent people? 

Among all the tethered and 
muzzled spokesman of the doc- 
trine of laissez faire no warning 
was uttered or relief proposed. 
From the lips of none who con- 
trolled or were chosen by the 
Cleveland convention came or has 
come either movement or utter- 
ance indicating either knowledge 
of the subject or ability or inclin- 
ation to deal with it. 

The administration of Franklin 
Roosevelt found the spreading 
cancer and removed it, and will 
administer to the affected parts 
the healing processes of honesty 
from which will come a healthier 
growth and fuller service. 

What I ask, and the people have 
a right to know, is whether the 
Republican program contemplates 
the honest enforcement of the new 
enactments; whether those who 
shape that program will divorce 
themselves from whatever alle- 
giance may have held them to 
these interests; or whether they 
propose to undo the work we 
have accomplished. 

The croaking noises which rise 
from the swamps of Old Deal 
complacency will not suffice. The 
people call for assurance that the 
structure of honesty and freedom 
which we have erected shall not 
be destroyed. Has that assurance 
come out ‘of Cleveland? Is it in 
their platform? Was it couched 
No! 

When we take stock of the na- 
tion’s farming interests, how may 
I adequately portray the new 
hope, the restored confidence, the 
economic resurrection of the 
American farmer. 

Farm Rehabilitation. 


In 1920, 1924, 1928 and 1932 the 
hollow and hackneyed promise 
was made by Republican plat- 
forms and candidates to restore 
agriculture to economic equality 
with industry. The promise was 
never fulfilled or intended for ful- 
fillment. It has been repeated 
again in their platform in 1936, 
with no more thought of its ac- 
complishment now than in the 
past. 

During the “four long years” of 
Mr. Hoover the burdens were 
piled still higher on the farmer's 
back, while half a billion dollars 
were taken from the Treasury and 
poured out into a fantastic ex- 
hibition of agricultural panto- 
mimicry. 

It is interesting and revealing to 
revert to the recent past and re- 
vive some of the platform and 
convention utterances of the Re- 
publican group which now com- 
plains against our successful pro- 
gram of farm renabilitation. 

In 1916, Warren G. Harding, 
temporary chairman of the Re- 
publican Convention which nom- 
inated Charles E. Hughes for 
President, said: '“‘The Democratic 
party is always concerned about 
the American consumer. Our Re- 
publican achievement is the mak- 
ing of a nation of prosperous pro- 
ducers. Far better a high cost of 
living and ability to buy than a 
lowerMhg cost attended by “de- 
struction of purchasing capacity.” 
(Applause.) 

In the Republican platform of 
1920, we find the following dec- 
laration: “The farmer is the 
backbone of the nation. Nation- 
al greatness and economic inde- 
pendence demand a population 
distributed between industry and 
the farm, and sharing on equal 
terms the prosperity which it 
faced with a fundamental na- 
tional problem and that the pros- 
per at the expense of the other 
without inviting joint disaster.” 

Their platform in 1924 con- 
tained this declaration: “In deal- 
ing with agriculture the Repub- 
lican party recognizes that we are 
faced with a fundamental na- 
tional problem and that the pros 
perity and welfare of the’ nation 
as a whole is dependent upon the 
prosperity and welfare of our ag- 
ricultural population. We pledge 
the party to take whatever steps 
are necessary to bring back a 
balanced condition between agri- 
culture, industry and labor.” 


As Fess Saw It. 


In his address to the Republic- 
an convention of 1928, as tempo- 
rary chairman, the Hon. Simeon 
D. Fess made the following state- 
ment on agriculture: “The pur- 
pose of the administration in fur- 
ther aid is to avo the Govern- 
ment taking over from the farm- 
er his own control of the great 
industry, but to aid him in that 
control. This aid is justified be- 
cause of the inherent nature of 
an industry of slow turnover, un- 
reguiated production and uncer- 
tain consumption. Could agricul 


’ tural production be held within 


the limits of consumption the 
problem would be solved. Or 
could consumption be indefinite- 
ly increased, the problem would 
be golved. The former can be 
tempered but not fully controlled. 
While the latter may be in- 
creased, but within limitations. 
Where the Government can as- 
sist in regulating production and 
increasing consumption, it should 
co-operate with the farmer for 
such purposes.” 

In the Republican platform of 
1928, we find this plank: “The ag- 
ricultural problem is national in 
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scope, and as such is recognized 
by the Republican party, which 
pledges its strength and energy 
to the solution of the same.” The 
party “promises every assistance 
in the reorganization of financial 
lines and, where diversification is 
needed, governmental] assistance 
during the period of transition. 
The Republican party pledges it- 
self to the enactment of legisia- 
tion creating. a Federal Farm 
Board clothed with necessary 
powers (among other things) to 
prevent and control surpluses 
through orderly distribution. 

“The Republican party pledges 
itself to the development and en- 
actment of measures which will 
place the agricultural interests of 
America on a basis of economic 
equality with other industries to 
secure its prosperity and suc- 
cess.” 


Platform Declaration. 

In 1932 the Republican plat- 
form contained this declaration: 

“The fundamental problem of 
American agriculture is in the 
control of production to such vol- 
ume as will balance supply with 
demand. In the solution of this 
problem the co-operative organi- 
zation of farmers to plan produc- 
tion, and the tariff to hold the 
home market for American farm- 
ers, are vital elements. A third 
element, equally vital, is the con- 
trol of acreage of land under cul- 
tivation, as an aid to the efforts 
of the farmer to balance prduc- 
tion.” 

In 1928 the Democratic plat- 
form contained the following dec- 
laration on agriculture: “The 
Democratic party recognizes that 
the problems of production differ 
as between agriculture and in- 
dustry. Industrial production is 
largely under human _ control, 
while agricultural production, be- 
cause of lack of co-ordination 
among 6,500,000 individual farm 
units, and because of tke influ- 
ence of weather, pests and other 
causes, is largely beyond human 
control. 

“Producers of crops whose to- 
tal volume exceéds the needs of 
the domestic market must con- 
tinue at a disadvantage until the 
Government shall intervene as se- 
riously and as effectively in be- 
half of the farmer as it has in- 
tervened in behalf of labor and 
industry. There is a need of sup- 
plemental le@slation for the con- 
trol and orderly handling of agri- 
cultural surpluses, in order that 
the price of the surplus may not 
determine the price of the whole 
crop.” 

In the Democratic platform of 
1932 will be found the following 
pronouncement: “We advocate 
the extension and development of 
the farm co-operative movement, 
and effective control of crop sur- 
pluses so that our farmers may 
have the full benefit of the do- 
mestic market.” 

Where the Parties Agreed. 

I have recalled these party 
pledges to remind you that by 
1932 both political parties had 
recognized the agricultural prob- 
lem, not as local, but as national, 
Both parties advocated the con- 
trol of production in order to 
prevent unsalable surpluses. The 
difference was that the Demo- 
cratic platform meant what it 
said and was immediately ful- 
filled when the opportunity came 
to us. 

The Agricultural Adjustment 
Act was the fulfillment of this 
pledge to the farmers of the na- 
tion. Under this act, which was 
voluntary and not compulsory, 
the prices of farm products were 
increased, sometimes doubled and 
trebled, and more than $3,000,000,- 
000 were added to the annual in- 
come of agriculture. It was be- 
cause of this increase in farm 
income, and the opening of the 
facilities of financial credit to 
the farmer that he has been able 
to save more than three-quarters 
of a million homes, begin the 
payment of his debts, the repair 
of his houses and the purchase 
of things produced by others. 

It was because of this that in 
every referendum held among 
farmers on the continuation of 
the President’s program, it has 
been approved by a vote of from 
2 to 1 to 20 to 1. 

Soil Conservation Act. 

It was because of this that 
when the Supreme Court inter- 
vened to nullify this act, and Re- 
publican spokesmen were glee- 
fully exulting over it, the voice 
of American agriculture appealed 
for the enactment of the Soil 
Conservation Act under which 
they are working out another 
program for the enhancement of 
the rewards of farm life. 

In the light of past Republican 
fulminations in behalf of con- 
trolled agricultural production, 
their present devotion to uncon- 
trolled abundance seems cheap 
and hollow. 

The business man and the man- 
ufacturer control fheir produc- 
tion to meet their market. When 
they shut down because of a 
slack in demand, they “plow un- 
der” their machines for the time 
and discharge their wage earn- 
ers. When business is ready to 
produce for abundance and not 
for profit, it will then be logical 
to ask the farmer to do likewise, 
but not until then. 

Slaughter of Pigs. 

They have wept over the 
slaughter of a few little pigs as 
if they had been tender human 
infants nestling at their moth- 
ers’ breasts. They have shed these 
tears over the premature death of 
pigs as if they had been born, 
educated and destined for the 
ministry or for politics. 

But their bitterest tears are 
not shed over the fate of little 
pigs. Their real grief comes from 
the slaughter of the fat hogs of 
privilege and plunder which they 
have fed on the people's sub- 
stance. 

They are not weeping because 
we ployed under a few rows of 
cotton. b.r. Hoover started that. 


Their real sorrow springs 
the fact that we have plowed 
der the sordid conceptions of 
Deal government and its chance 
ever to be restored to the con 
trol of American life. 
Having declared for 2» years 
that the agricultural problem Was 
national, and four years ago hay 
ing declared for controlled acre. 
age and production, the Repyy, 
lican leaders and reactionaries 
now denounce the Roosevelt ad 
ministration for the doctrine ot 
scarcity. 


Having allowed nearly a mal 


lion family type farms to be 
subject to immediate loss, th.

The Roosevelt administratiog | 
has inaugurated soil conserva 
tion under an intelligent program 
The Republican platform tardi) 
follows in the rear. ’ 

Denouncing experimentation by 
the Roosevelt administration, the 
Republican platform for Politica) 
purposes proposes to extend “ex. 
perimental” aid to farmers in de- 
veloping new crops. 

In one breath, théy propose to 
assist in selling agricultural gun 
pluses abroad by the bargaining 
process, and in the next they 
would embargo all agricultural 
imports, which would render 
idle 50,000,000 acres of land in 
cultivation for export crops; and 
in still another breath, they pro. 
pose to repeal the law authorizing 
trade agreements. 

With that omnipotence which 
they claim but never exercise, 
they propose to increase consump- 
tion. But it was their dismal] 
failure for “four long years” that 
rendered consumption by one 
third of our population im possible 
except for the bounty of the Gov. 
ernment. 

They reject now controlled pro- 
duction, but offer the mirage of 
a bounty from the Treasury 
which would ultimately render 
impossible the balancing of all 
budgets and the payment of all 
debts. The whole scheme is put 
forth to deceive the American 
farmer, which is the only consis 
tent policy of the platform writ 
ers of the Cleveland convention, 

After the years of bitter disap- 
pointment and _ disillusionment 
suffered by the farmers of this 
nation as a result of Republi¢au 
incapacity and duplicity, it is in- 
conceivable that they will again 
be taken in by those who have 
perpetrated the wrungs of the 
past. 

To call this a platform is filat- 
tery indeed. It is a revolving eye 
that looks in All directions and 
sees nothing. 


Unbalanced Budget. 


But the people have been told 
that the foundations of national 
credit are sinking because of an 
unbalanced budget. 

Deficits and debts! Who began 
the deficits which havo covered 
every year since 1920? Did the 
last Republican administration 
balance the budget? They merely 
juggled the estimates of revenue 
and expenditures. Spending little 
to retrieve disaster, they increased 
the public debt by more than four 
billion dollars. 

In the hymns of hate which 
emanated from the recent out- 
bursts of Republican oratory in 
national convention, deficits and 
debts and taxes are treated as a 
new development of the Roose- 
velt administration. The New 
Deal is portrayed as the father of 
one, the mother of another and 
the godfather of the other. 

But these apostles of conceal 
ment withheld from their fervid 
Jeremiads the fact that during 
the four long years of Mr. Hoover 
the accumulated deficit in the 
Treasury amounted to more than 
six billion dollars, although they 
increased consumers’ taxes from 
35 to 60 per cent. 

They did not tell you and will 
not tell you that during the crea 
tion of these deficits and unbal- 
anced budgets there was no Fed- 
eral relief program and no public 
works program; that states and 
counties and cities threw this 
burden on the Federal doorstep 
not under Hoover but under 
Roosevelt. 

It was a task for which the 
Federal Government was not pre 
peered. But there was no alterna 
tive but to assume it. 

WPA and Relief. 

At first it was thought that 
funds should be loaned to the 
states to be at some time repaid. 
This course for various reasons— 
one being that many of the states 
could not obligate themselves— 
had to be abandoned. It was um 
derstood and it was theoretically 
required that the states should 
make substantial contributions te 
the relief of their own people. 

Some of them undertook in good 
faith to meet the requirement 
Others did nothing. Some states 
were able to balance their budze’s 
because they made no contribu- 
tion out of their treasuries to fe 
or clothe or house the helpless. 
Those who seek to play miserable 
politics with human misery shout 
that these billions of dollars spent 
for relief and work have »ee® 
poured out in reckless waste 

The Works Progress Admin'* 
tration has given employment ‘° 
3,500,000 people, 95 per cent hy 
whom were taken from the relief 
rolls in the severa! states. 

With the money and labor thus 
provided between 25,000 and 30 
000 worthy projects of public 2 
and value have been constructed 
and repaired. These inc! 
school houses, water and 
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ounds, 
systems, parks and player 

public buildings, flood control sys 
tems, air ports, farm-to-market 
highways, streets and other pub- 
cAmprovements. 
“ vaaition, the Public Works 
Administration, through grants 
and loans to local communities, 
has given employment to more 
than 3,500,000 workers for a full 


ye Debt of Future Generations. 

Who shall assert that these 
sums have been wasted? Who 
shall say that these thousands of 
veeful additions to the property 
of thousands of communities all 
over the nation have not brought 
permanent values not otherwise 
obtainable? Who shail claim that 
these two great work adminis- 
trations have not given a new 
impetus to the civic standards of 

, people? 
 ahall ‘a measure these values 
against a budget temporarily bal- 
anced? 

But the theme song of our an- 
tagonists is the destruction of the 


nation’s credit, and the wrapping 


every new-born child in the 
Sains clothes of debt. When 
we entered the World War in 
1917 our public debt was two bil- 
lion dollars. When we emerged 
from it in 1918 the public debt 
was 26 billion dollars. 

By 1929 it had been. reduced, 
under sinking fund requirements 
passed in the Wilson administra- 
tion, to 17 billion dollars. 

From March, 1929, to March 4, 
1933, that debt was increased to 
21 billion dollars without the in- 
auguration of either a relief or 
public works program of any con- 
sequence whatever. Hence, dur- 
ing the four long years of the 
Hoover administration, the public 
debt had been increased by four 
billion dollars. 

Why Public Debt Grew. 

From Feb. 28, 1933, to the pres- 
ent time, the public debt has in- 
creased from $21,000,000,000 to ap- 
proximately $31,500,000,000, an in- 
crease of $10,500,000,000. 

Out of this increase we have 
devoted eight billions to relief 
and public works; three billions 
went to State and national banks, 
a part of which has been repaid. 
Out of it have been provided the 
funds for loans to railroads, in- 
surance companies, industries, 
cities, counties and states; the re- 
financing of more than two mil- 
lion homes through the Farm 
Credit Administration and the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation; 
the stimulation of housing under 


the Housing Administration, the ° 


establishment of more than 3800 
Civilian Conservation Camps and 
the enrollment of more than 1,- 
500,000 young men taken from 
idleness and taught the lessons 
of frugality and service in the 
economy of American manhood; 
the assistance of more than 600,- 
000 farm families to re-establish 
their ability for self-support; 
benefit payments to the hundreds 
of thousands of farmers who co- 
operated with the Government 
and whose contracts were ful- 
filled notwithstanding the deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court; and 
all the other emergency activi- 
ties made necessary to escape the 
blight of the last four years of 
the Republican regime. 

When we deduct from the net 
increase in the public debt the 
more than $5,000,000,000 which will 
be repaid by those who have bor- 
rowed from the Government be- 
cause of the unwillingness or in- 
ability of other lending agencies, 
we find that the net increase in 
the public debt is but little more 
than that of the previous admin- 
istration, which left little to show 
for its extravagance. 

This great program of rehab- 
flitation has been carried on not 
by endangering but by enhancing 
the credit of the Government. 

In 1982. the bonds of the Unit- 
ed -States sold as low as 8&3 cents 
on the dollar. Since the advent 
of the New Deal these bonds 
have risen until today none sells 
for less than par, while some sell 
for as much as 17 points above 
par. 

During the same period, $175,- 
000,000 in annual interest was 
saved by a reduction in the in- 
terest rates. 

Not only have the prices of 
bonds increased. while interest 
rates were being reduced, but 
each new issue offered by the 
Treasury has been largely over- 
subscribed. 

None but a blind and arrogant 
partisan would assert that the 
credit of the United States has 
suffered under the impetus given 
to public confidence by the ad- 

@ ™inistration of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 

Cost of War on Depression. 

During the world’s greatest 
war, we could afford to spend 
more than thirty billion dollars 
in defense of our country. 

In this war against depression, 
against the demoralization and 
disintegration of our social and 
economic life, we have spent not 
a dollar to destroy life or prop- 
erty; but every dollar by which 
we have increased taxes or def- 
icits or the public debt has been 
devoted to the saving of life and 
property and of that which 
makes both life and property 
worthwhile the unconquerable 
Spirit of a matchless people. 

We have increased taxes. So 
did the last Republican adminis- 
tration. They increased them on 
consumers. We have adjusted 
our mew taxes according to the 
ability of the taxpayer to pay. 
We have increased values and 
profits out of which taxes are 

paid; but the increase in taxes 
has not been kept pace with the 
increase in income land values 
which the policies of the Roose- 
velt administration have 
duced. ex 
We shal! balance the budget. 
We shall balance the books in the 
Treasury. We shall soon ordain 
that no discrepancy between in- 


come and outgo shall exist. But 
we shall not do it at the expense 
of human life nor the degrada- 
tion of the spirit and morale of 
our people. 

Supreme Court Decisions. 

But we are told by the smug and 
cynical aposties of the status quo 
that the Supreme Court has nul- 
lified some of the ects of this ad- 
ministration. And while anxious 
farmers ponder their fate, and 
laboring men scan the heavens 
for a rainbow of hope, and wom- 
en and children look in vain for 
the preservation of their lives 
and health, a voice from the 
grave at Palo 
“Thank God for the Supreme 
Court.” 

I make no attack on the Su- 
preme Court. As an institution 
I respect it, and I would be both 
unfair and unjust if I were un- 
willing to accord to judges on 
the bench the right to their views 
of law and constitutions which I 
claim for myself. 

But there is nothing new in 
controversies over the Constitu- 
tion. They began in the conven- 
tion which framed it, and 10 
amendments were adopted to it 
by the first Congress that as- 
sembled under it. 


Amendment, If Necessary. 


If, in the future, further amend- 
ment should become necessary 
to enable the people to work out 
their destiny and protect their 
fundamental rights, or to over- 
come some archaic interpretation 
never intended by its framers, I 
doubt not that the people will 
face that duty with the same 
calm intelligence which has guid- 
ed them in the past. 

But from the exultant voices 
of the tree-sitters and the de- 
votees of the hitching post you 
would imagine that the Supreme 
Court had never nullified an act 
of Congress until Franklin D. 
Roosevelt became President of 
the United States. 

You would imagine, if you 
listened to the groans which arise 
from the doleful kneelers at the 
Republican wailing wall, that we 
had set out like some blind Sam- 
son to pull down the temple of 
Constitutional Government and 
destroy everything within it. 

Let us take a look at 
record. 

Previous Upsets by Court. 


During the existence of this na- 
tion more than 25,000 laws have 
been enacted by Congress. About 
67 of them have been nullified 
by the Supreme Court, and most 
of them within the past 50 years. 


From 1920 to 1930 twenty-one 
acts were declared null and void. 
But did any of these decisions 
strike terror into the hearts of 
the Old Guard and the Old Deal- 
ers? Did anybody don sackcloth 
and ashes and pray to Heaven to 
deliver the people from _ the 
clutches of an irresponsible gov- 
ernment? 

But when some three or four 
outstanding acts, conceived and 
consummated in behalf of labor, 
or agriculture and the honest 
conduct of business and designed 
to constitute this as a government 
of equal rights, and cast aside by 
the rigors of technicality and the 
applicetion of antiquated econom- 
ic predilections in the interpre- 
tation of the document, as indi- 
cated by one of the great dis- 
senters, we are asked to condemn 
the Legislature and execute as at- 
tempting to inject some alien con- 
cept into the fiber of our institu- 
tions. 

We have sought to serve the 
American people under the Con- 
stitution. We have thought that 
under its broad and generous out- 
lines we might rescue the people 
from national disaster. We have 
sought to treat it as a life-giving 
charter, rather than an object of 
curiosity on the shelf of a muse- 
um. 

We shall abide by its decisions 
and seek to shape our program 
in accordance with them. 


Divided Views of Justices. 

But when nine eminent men on 
the highest court cannot agree 
on what the Constitution means, 
is it any wonder that 531 mem- 
bers of the United States Con- 
gress find difficufty in agreeing 
about it? 

And when five of those eminent 
Men say a law violates the Con- 
stitution, and four of them equal- 
ly eminent, learned and sincere, 
and equally alive to the compul- 
sions of modern life, say it does 
not violate the Constitution, then 
we are at least relieved of any 
obligation to underwrite the infal- 
libility of the five whose views 
prevail. 

Is the court beyond criticism? 
May it be regarded as too sacred 
to be disagreed with? 

Thomas Jefferson did not think 
so. He did not hesitate to de- 
nounce the decisions of John Mar- 
shall and the majority he led. 

Andrew Jackson did not think

Abraham Lincoln did not think 
so. In his first inaugural ad-

“Unfortunate Decision.” 

Mr. Justice Stone does not think 
so. In his recent dissent from 
the unfortunate decision of the 
majority of the court, this great 
lawyer and great American not 
only said that the legislation in- 
volved was constitutional, in 
which view Chief Justice Hughes 
and Justices Brandeis and Car- 
dozo concurred, but criticised the 


opinion of the majority by saying: 


Alto shouts: \ 


of power by the executive and 
legislative branches of the gov- 
ernment is subject to judicial re- 
straint, the only check upon the 
exercise of judicial power is our 
own sense of self-restraint.” 

“The Constitution,” said Chief 
Justice Hughes, during the inter- 
val when he was off the bench, 
“ig what the judges say it is.” 

What judges? The five who in 
most of these cases happened to 
be in a majority of one. 

Theodore Roosevelt did not 
think so. Speaking to the Colo- 
rado Legislature in 1910, with ref- 
erence to two recent decisions of 
the Supreme Court, he said: “If 
such decisions as these two indi- 
cated the court’s permanent atti- 
tude, there would be really a 
grave cause for alarm, for such 
decisions, if consistently followed 
up, would upset the whole system 
of popular government.” 

Gov. Landon and Col. Knox fall 
upon each other’s necks with hal- 
lowed reunion because they rode 
the Bull Moose behind Theodore 
Roosevelt in 1912. In that fight 
Theodore Roosevelt had so little 
regard for the court’s decisions 
that he advocated their “recall” 
by the vote of the people. 


“New Definition Needed.” 

These Judges have decided that 
under the Constitution the Fed- 
eral Government cannot lift men, 
women and children out of the 
dlegradation of unconscionable 
hours, wages or working condi- 
tions, because it invades the 
rights of the states. They have 
decided that the states cannot 
do it because it invades the rights 
of private property. I presume 
this progressive and logical course 
will soon lead us to the conclu- 
sion that private property cannot 
do it, because it violates the law 
of gravitation. 

What we need is a new defini- 
tion and a new interpretation of 
interstate commerce. Every article 
that is grown or mined or fabri- 
cated in one state and destined 
for another by whatever means 
of transportation is an object of 
interstate commerce. It is in com- 
petition with every other similar 
article originating in or destined 
for other states. Commerce, like 
water, seeks its own level. Like 
the wind, it goeth where it listeth; 
and you can no more divide this 
nation into 48 air-tight and water- 
tight economic compartments than 
you can parcel off the heavens to 
control the winds or the rains, 

Over against the hosannas of 
Hoover for the tortured interpre- 
tation of the Constitution I place 
the tortured souls and bodies of 
men who work and pray, of 
women whose God-given right is 
not fulfilled in a sweat-shop, and 
of children whom we have sought 
to restore to the schoolroom and 
the playground. One day all these 
will thank God for Franklin 
Roosevelt. 


In Reply to Hoover. 


But we were told at Cleveland 
and will be told until November 
that we have taken away the lib- 
erties of the people; that we have 
bound them in chains, and that 
they are fettered in the dungeons 
of moral and economic slavery. 

Oh, for another Lincoln to 
strike these shackles from .our 
feet!

The fight for freedom in the 
past ¢@hree years has been the 
same fight that Thomas Jeffer- 
son made in 1776 for the freedom 
of the common man; that Lincoln 
made for the freedom of a race. 

“Pawnbrokers of the G. O. P.” 

Back of Hoover's cry for free- 
dom at Cleveland stood the im- 
memorial pawnbrokers of the Re- 
publican party who shout with 
glee that they have experienced 
a counterfeit conversion. Back of 
him stood the Republican party’s 
holding company, the American 
Liberty League, which, if it had 
existed in 1776 as now officered 
and manned, wourd have been 
against the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the Revolutionary War 
and the Constitution Of the Unit- 
ed States. 

Back of him stood every in- 
terest which seeks to coin the 
flesh and blood of human beings 
into profits; every stock-jobber, 
every monopolist of privilege and 
power; every propagandist for 
the discredited and defunct alli- 
ance betw@en politics and pelf. 
Back of him stood the figure of 
William Randolph Hearst, whose 
twin discoveries constitute the 
Republican ticket nominatea at 
Cleveland. 

Yes, we have destroyed a cer- 
tain type of liberty in this coun- 
try. 

Party Achievements. 

We have destroyed the liberty 
of small groups to pick the pock- 
ets of the American people; the 
liberty of organized greed to per- 
vert the agencies of government 
to their own enrichment; the lib- 
erty of great financial wizards to 
enguif this nation in the flood 
waters of frenzied speculation; the 
liberty of smug groups of self-

Not the American farmer, 
whose increased income under it 
has lifted him out of the econom- 
ic basement. Not the American 
home owner, who still dwells un- 
der his own roof ~and asks a 
heavenly benediction upon it. Not 
the laboring man, whose long 
hours have been shortened and 
his rewards increased. Not the 
worker whom we have rescued 
from the status of a wandering 
mendicant. Not the honest in- 
vestor for whom we have provid- 
ed information and protection. 
Not the working woman, whose 
tender and immortal functions, 
over the dead body of monstrous 
greed, we have sought to save and 
beautify. Not the child whose 
eyes, until now beheld the doors of 
a schoolroom as a mirage which 
vanishes upon approach. Not the 
workless millions left by the Hoo- 
ver administration as helpless 
derelicts of an economic and in- 
dustrial tornado, for whom we 
have provided work and shelter 
and attempted security for the 
future. 


Social Security. 


The Republican platform de- 
nounces the constructive step 
which we have taken in behalf 
of the unemployed, the aged and 
the infirn.. 

During the 12 long years of 
night in which the Republican 
party controlled the nation, no at- 
tempt was made even to deal with 
this problem.

Who throws 
across the pathway of real liberty 
lighted by Thomas Jefferson, and 
relighted by Jackson and Lincoln 
and Woodrow Wilson, the impedi- 
ments of falsity and the tangled 
timbers of deception? Who seeks 
to divert the masses of men from 
the trail which leads to real and 
not a spurious freedom? Who 
pours into the faces of our people 
the poison gas of doubt and fear 
and suspicion? : 

Not the more than a million 
and a half young men from every 
State and town who have been 
offered a haven from idleness and 
possible crime. 

Not the thousands of towns and 
cities throughout America whose 
needs for better living advantages 
have been gratified. 

Not the anxious fathers and 
mothers of the nation from whose 
hearts has been removed the fear 
of the kidnaper and the gangster. 

Not the millions of school chil- 
dren whose facilities for the en- 
joyment of learning have been in- 
creased. 

Not the millions of sufferers of 
torrential and devastating floods 
whose safety and protection we 
have authorized. 

Not the consumers of electric 
energy for whom we have pro- 
vided an honest yardstick. 

Not the honest business man 
who asks nothing of Government 
except the assurance that he shall 
be permitted to compete with 


others on a basis of honesty and ° 


justice. 

Not the great moral leaders and 
apostles of America, who have 
seen at last some of the sacred 
precepts of the golden rule ap- 
plied to the practices, motives and 
powers of Government. 

G. O. P. Platform Charges. 

“America is in peril,” say the 
platform fabricators of the Re- 
publican Old Guard. Ut would in- 
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deed be true if they should ever 
again obtain control. 

“The powers of Congress have 
been usurped by the President,” 
say Hearst and Mills and Moses 
and Bingham and Hoover. The 
same was said of Washington and 
Jackson and Lincoln. The Ameri- 
can people expect their Président 
to be a leader, not a craven dum- 
my in the lap of some ventrilo- 
quist. 

“Regulated monopoly has dis- 
placed free enterprise,” say these 
who put together Joseph's coat 
at Cleveland. When under their 
domination did anybody see or 
hear of free enterprise? Uncon- 
troléd monopoly was their middle 
name. 

“The New Deal administration 
constantly seeks to usurp. the 
rights of the svrates,” say these 
master builders. But for nearly 
a century and a half they have 
sought to hamper both state and 
national authority when directed 
against their pampered pets in 
politics and business. 

“It has dishonored our country 
by repudiating its most solemn 
obligations,” and on that plat- 
form they nominated a candidate 
who, three years ago, urged the 
payment of public and private 
debts in money of the printing 
press redeemable in neither sil- 
ver nor gold. 


Increase in Federal Job Holders. 


“It has created a vast multi- 
tude of new offices.” So runs the 
monotonous refrain. 

If we had continued the Repub- 
lican policy of doing nothing 
about relief, nothing about the 
farm crisis, nothing for labor or 
business, nothing for homes and 
farms burdened qrth debt, noth- 
ing for one-fourth of the _ dis- 
tressed population of this na- 
tion, it would have been possible 
not to create new offices. But you 
cannot double the tasks of Gov- 
ernment and not increase’ the 
number of employes. 

If this is Republican condem- 
nation of doing something as op- 
posed to doing nothing, let them 
say so and take the consequences. 
If it is a Republican approval of 
doing something and a condemna- 
tion of using the means to ac- 
complish it, it is rank hypocrisy 
and unworthy of notice. 


Recovery Since 1933. 


Figures are important to regis- 
ter results, but the astonishing 
figures of American recovery are 
not the most important thing. 

There has been no such volume 
of recovery in so short a time in 
the whole history of the world as 
occurred here in the first six 
months of 1933. It paused mo- 
mentarily in 1934, but it has gone 
steadily upward with no sus- 
tained recession. It has included 
every form of human activity. 

I do not wish to burden this ad- 
dress with statistics, but for the 
sake of those who measure life 
by figures on a table, I give you 
the essential indexes of improve- 
ment: 

Farm prices, 50 per cent. Farm 
income, 53 per cent. Farm pur- 
chasing power, 40 per cent. 
tory payroll, 59 per cent. Pur- 
chasing power of same, 50 per 
cent. Factory employment, 33 
per cent. Industrial earnings, 35 
per cent. Stock market prices, 40 
per cent. Bank deposits, 33 per 
cent. Railroad traffic, 16 per 
cent. Automobile production, 30 
per cent. Construction permits, 
50 per cent. Industrial produc- 
tion, 50 per cent. National bank 
earnings, 100 per cent. Decline in 
commercial failures, 66 per cent. 
Increase in national income, 50 
per cent. New securities issued, 
50 per cent. 

Perhaps the most significant of 


all, to industry, is the decline of 
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66 per cent in the rate of busi- 
ness failures and the decline of 
bank failures of 100 per cent. 


Human Values First. 


But there are human values far 
beyond these figures. The impor- 
tant point is not merely that farm 
prices have increased, but that 
American agriculture has been 
rescued from impending ruin. It 
is not merely that the condition of 
labor has been improved by the 
reduction of the number of unem- 
ployed from 15 millions to 10 mil- 
lions of workers, but that labor 
has been dragged back from the 
brink of peonage and that with 
one-fourth of our population desti- 
tute, their health, comfort and 
self-respect have been maintained, 
and there Ras been no sedition, 
riot or bloodshed during the worst 
human catastrophe in our history. 

It. is not merely that banking 
and industry have been saved from 
bankruptcy, but that faith. in 
banking and industry have been 
revived. 


The answer to that enigma of 
denunciation by some of those 
who have been saved and others 
who may not have needed it is 
as old as Hamiltonian reaction 
and Jeffersonian democracy. This 
has been a balanced recovery. 
Benefits have been bestowed upon 
all groups with as even a hand 
as government can assure. 

But there are other gains which 
have been recorded in the past 
three years of which I am think- 
ing, and of which the American 
people are thinking. These are 
the moral and spiritual contribu- 
tions we have made to the life of 
our people which are beyond com- 
putation by the standards of the 
dollar. 


Value of the Dollar. 


We talk of the gold standard, 
the gold content of the dollar, 
and men who do not know the 
history or the _ significance of 
money talk about the gold dollar 
and the so-called return to gold, 
denying the obvious truth that 
the American dollar, with a larger 
reserve of gold behind it today 
than ever before, is the soundest 
medium of exchange among all 
the nations of the world today. 

But I am thinking of those im- 
mortal reserves of character which 
partake of the essence of the 
heart and soul of a nation which 
have been strengthened and per- 
petuated by what we have been 


trying to do. 


I am thinking that while we 
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have preserved homes and acres 
and railroads and banks and in- 
surance companies and factories 
and all the tangible and corporal 
symbols of the people's wealth, we 
have also preserved the intangible 
and immeasurable values that 
take form in the realms of pride 
and service and honor. 

We have preserved and stimu- 
lated respect for law and the 
rights of the average man. 

We have increased the loyalty 
of the people to the Government 
which should be their servant. 


Restoring Faith. 


We have restored the faith from 
which must spring the defenders 
of the flag and of the Constitu- 
tion. 

We have cultivated a study of 
the science of government and its 
truest functions among millions 
to whom government was some- 
thing apart and detached and 
without meaning. 

We have renewed and rein- 
forced the pelief that after all, 
government and trusted leaders 
may hear and heed the cry of the 
humblest worshiper at the shrine 
of equality. 

We have rekindled the vanish- 
ing faith in the survival of the 
best as well as the fittest. 

We have revitalized the answer 
to the question which has rung 
through all the ages: “Am I my 
brother’s keeper?” 


We have sought to confound the 
cynics who despise the moral con- 
ceptions of the more abundant 
life for which the Master lived 
and died. 

We have under the leadership 
of a man of rare and superb cour- 
age endeavored not to tear down 
what others have legitimately con- 
structed, not to destroy the ma- 
terial rewards of honest toil of 
mind or body, but to establish a 
fairer, juster order that will give 
to every man, woman and child 
in this republic hte right to stand 
erect in pride and self-respect, to 
see the stars on high and share 
the glory of the sun.

Miss Perkins had finished her | 
prepared speech on New Deal ac-' 
complishments. After 4 moment's | 
hesitation, she asked permission to) 
talk again. She said: | 

“There is a woman Democrat | 
tion because she is detained by the 
social conventions. But she has 
shown herself not bound by conven- 
tions these last few years. Recog- 
nizing her own particular genius 
with people—that talent to love 
the human race—she has gone out 
through the length and breadth of 
the land, in the face of unfavor- 
able criticism, not only to meet the 
people of the country personally as 
a friend, but to utilize that contact 
and make herself a channel through 
which their need, their hopes, their 
desires could be carried direct to 
places where solutions could be 
found to their problems. 

“She has been gallant, courage 
ous, intelligent and wise. 

“Many women in this country,’ 
when they vote for Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, will, also be thinking 
with a choke in the throat of 
Eleanor Roosevelt!” 

Reviews Labor Legislation. 

Those attending the first of a 
eeries of breakfast meetings of 
woman delegates and nationa] com- 
mitteewomen were told by Secre- 
tary Perkins that since inaugura- 
tion of the New Deal better labor 
legislation had been enacted than 
in any corresponding three years 
in the nation’s history: 

“Since March, 1933,” she _ said, 
“laws have been passed providing 
for: Shorter hours in 13 states; 
minimum wages in nine states; pro- 
tection against accident and indus- 
trial disease in 16 states; regulation 
and abolition of home work in three 
states; curbs on the issuance of in- 
junctions in 18 states; and estab- 
lishment of a 16-year minimum age 
for the employment of boys and 
girls in seven states.” 

“The New Deal has been, is, and 
will be vitally concerned with the 
welfare of working women,” she 
said. 

“In private industry, employment, 
payroll and earnings of working 
women have beeen substantially im- 
proved. The records of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics show that in the 
14 manufacturing establishments in 
this country, which employ the 
largest number of women,  em- 
ployment increased 27.1 per cent 
between March, 1933, and March, 
1936, with a corresponding increase 
of 78.3 per cent in payrolls, and 
from 16 to 57 per cent in per capita 
earnings.” 

Employment Service. 

She said nearly one and a half 
million jobs for women were filled 
through the United States employ- 
ment service between July, 1933, 
and December, 1935. 

One of Miss Perkins’ first acts as 
Secretary of Labor was to reorgan- 
ize the Federal Employment Serv- 
ice and to extend its work until it 
now operates 688 offices.

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PICCARD SENDS UNMANNED 
BALLOON INTO STRATOSPHERE 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 2. 
--Prof. Jean Piceard sent an wun- 
manned balloon aloft from Memo- 
rial Stadium at 6:58 a. m., today, 
on a scientific flight expected to 
carry it into the stratosphere. 


The balloon, 30 feet high and con- 
structed of an non-elastic material, 
carried an automatic short-wave ra- 
fio sending set to report the alti- 
tude once a minute. 

At 10 a. m., Prof. Piccard said, a 
rip panel would be operated auto- 
matically, allowing the hydrogen to 
escape. The downward course of 
the balloon was expected to be 
slowed by air passing into the open 
ends as it sinks. 

Prof. Piccard said the balloon 
probably would drift 400 or 500 
miles. A letter attached will give 
the finder instructions as to dispo- 
sition of the instruments. 

The fadio transmitter, he said, 
“will operate just above or below 
the five-meter band. Once each 
minute it will transmit automatic- 
ally the identifying signals, “U. 
M.,” followed immediately by a se- 
ries of dots. 

“These dots, when decoded, will 
indicate the altitude of the balloon 
at the time. Amateur operators are 
requeeted to log in chronological 
order the number of dots following 
the identifying signals and send 
the information to the aeronautical 
department of the University of 
Minnesota, ~

|P. H,. Byrns to Take Temporary 
| Charge and Make Changes in

| P. H. Byrns, executive secretary 
of St. Louis Chapter of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, will take tempo- 
rary charge of the St. Louis Relief 
Administration Monday with a view 
to reorganizing the personnel 

| W. C. Connett, chairman of the 
(St. Louis Relief Committee, said 
‘the reorganization was made ad- 
visable because in the reduction of 
‘the Relief Administration staff 
from a peak of 1000 employes in 
January, 1935, to about 250 at pres- 
ent, the higher salaried workers 
had been favored to such extent 
‘that the organization was now top- 
| heavy. 

He emphasized that Byrns’ as- 
| signment to take charge of the re- 
/organization was not intended as 
a reflection on any of the present 
executives. Byrns has had con- 
siderable experience in public re- 
‘lief work and is regarded as a 
skilled organizer. He will return to 
‘the Red Cross after completing 
his work for the Relief Adminis- 
tration, which is expected to require 
several months. 

Robert J. Crump, Relief Adminis- 
trator for the last seven months, 
‘will continue for the present as 
Administrator under Byrns, Con- 
nett said. The reorganization, he 
added, will not necessarily result in 
a reduction of the number of per-

'in a reduction of the total paid in

ROOSEVELT VETOES RESERVE 
| CORPS PENSION BENEFIT BILL 


‘Would Place National Guard in 
Active Federal Duty Status;’ 
Several Measures Signed.

| WASHINGTON, June 24.—Presi- | 
| dent Roosevelt today signed the 
| $992,524,892 Treasury-Postoffice ap- 
| propriation bill and killed another 
Measure designed to restore pen- | 
_sion benefits withdrawn in 1933 | 
| from members of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps and the Enlisted Re- | 
| serve Corps. 

“The bill would have the effect 
of placing the National Guard in 
an active Federal duty § status, 
while undergoing training in state 
service,” the President commented. 
“It would thus place upon the Fed->| 
eral pension rolls persons not in the 
Federal service at the incidence of 
their incapacity. This would con- 
stitute such a radical innovation in 
the policy which has been general- 
ly followed since the beginning of 
our government that I must with- 
hold my approval.” 

The Treasury-Postoffice appro. 
priation, carrying among many oth- 
er items funds to continue ocean 
mail contracts until they are can- 
celled under the new ship subsidy 
bill, was one of 18 bills signed by 
the President today. 

Others approved included author- 
ization for the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to make a national survey 
of highway accidents to see if some 
means of reducing them could be 
devised, and a $43,523,910 appropria- 
tion for the District of Columbia.

NEW YORK, June 
Schmeling is on his way back to 
Germany aboard the Zeppelin Hin- 
denburg. Joe Louis is preparing to 
do some intensive loafing at Julian 
Black’s farm at Stevensville, Mich.

next summer. There had been 
rumors the German Schlager would 
retire if he should succeed in mak- 
ing ring history by regaining the 
title. 

“Well, for 42 per cent of a million 
dollar gate I'd defend that title 
anywhere,” Max explained logically 
as he put the rumors to rest.

The “Bombed Bomber” disclosed 
his No. 1 choice for an opponent 
would be Max Schmeling, the Ger- 
man who kept a right hand in his 
face for nearly 12 rounds before 
knocking him out at New York last 
week. 

The dusky boxer sprawled at ease 
in the apartment of his business 
manager, John Roxborough, and 
paid he believed he could stop that 
right in another meeting, that he 
would have stopped it last Thurs- 
day if Max hadn't dazed him with 
a hard right smash in the second 
round, 

“I could block it like this,” Joe 
explained, covering a. still-discol- 
ored left eye with his right hand, 
palm against the cheek. 

Roxborough and the young Negro 
heavyweight who suffered his first 
professional knockout only § four 
days ago, are not talking in terms 
of a “comeback.” 

“Joe is the same fighter he al- 
ways was,” Roxborough said, “still 
the greatest boxing draw in the 
country.”

BERLIN, June 24.—Aquatic Eu- 
rope, smarting under the terrific 
drubbing handed out by the Jap- 
anese to both European and Amer- 
ican swimmers in the 1932 Olym- 
pics, is out to get even with Japan. 
And for that matter, so is the 

United States. The land of the 

rising sun gave the worid a swim- 

ming lesson at the Los Angeles 
sports shindig, but I doubt if any of 


us realize just what a trimming was | 


handed out. 


The United States was the only | 


other country to win an event and 
that was the 400-meters with Bus- 
ter Crabbe. The other places were 
s0 few, I'll mention them, too. James 
Cristy of U. S. A. took third in the 
1500-meters, Jean Taris of France 
was a very close second to Crabbe 
in the 400-meters, and Yidefonzo of 
the Philippines took third in the 
200-meter breast stroke event, as 
he did in 1928 in Amsterdam. Japan 
took everything else in the way of 
firsts, seconds and thirds, plus the 
800-meter four-man relay, shatter- 
ing all records. It is hard to real- 
ize, isn’t it? And they are out to 
pull a-repeater. 

What's going to stop this steam- 
roller from the Far East, if any- 
thing? Well, Europe has a crop of 
budding talent that looks very prom- 
ising and shows great possibilities. 
There is Germany with Helmut 
Fisher from Bremen, bidding for 
the 100-meters free style, and he is 
very capable. He is the holder of 
the European short course record 
in 56.8, which was made here in 
Berlin at the Sport Forum poo) last 
April. From his coach I under- 
stand he got a mouth full of water 
four meters from the finish that 
slowed him down a half second or 
80, and he predicts that Fisher is 
capable of doing this time in the 
games. 

Hungary always seems to have a 
top notcher in the century and for 
the Olympiad they have Csik. He 
is another young boy just out of his 
teens with plenty of strength and 
full of pep. He holds the European 
long-course record for 100 meters 
in :57.4 and has won over Peter 
Fick of U. S. A. and Fisher of 
Germany. Hungary had the 100- 
meter championship back in 1896 
and 1904 with Haske. 

In the 400-meter event France has 
Jean Taris, who placed second to 
Crabbe in 1932, practically in a 
dead heat. He holds the European 
record in 4:47 over a long course 
and they say that he is working 
hard and looks fine. No one seems 
to know how fast he is swimming. 
He is one of those shy guys, a little 
secretive about his training. If 
Taris has tmproved two seconds 
that would put him down in the 
4:45 class with Negami of Japan 
and Medica of the United States. 
What a race that ought to be! 

Germany has an exceptionally 
strong breast stroke team in Sietas, 
Schwarz, Ohligschlager and Balk. 
Sietas placed fourth in 1932 and 
has since shown great improve- 
ment. Recently he took six-tenths 
of a second off his own European 
record of 2:42.6. From Heino Teget- 
hoff, coach for the Deutsch swimm- 
verband, I hear that the other three 
boys are all doing around . 2:44.9. 
and he said: “I am very much 
pleased with my breast swimmers.”

The English-owned Rio 
mines were placed under’ guard 
after striking miners’ threatened 
sabotage unless their demand for 
better pay and shorter hours were 
met before the end of the week. 


CHARGES JAPANESE ALLOW 
OPIUM TRAFFIC IN CHINA 


Dr. T. Z. Koo Says They “Openly” 
Permit It te Continue in 
Provinces They Control.

CHICAGO, June 24.—Dr. T. Z. 
Koo, Chinese railway officer, in a 
lecture before the Midwest Institute 
of International Relations at North- 
western University yesterday 
charged that Japan has “openly” 
allowed the opium traffic to con- 
tinue in provinces of Northeastern 
China under Japanese control. 

Dr. Koo, a leader in the fiight 
against the opium traffic of China, 
is the son of Wellington Koo, who 
organized the Y. M. C. A. in China. 

He spoke of the struggle in China 
between Christianity and Commu- 
nism in the religious field, and be- 
tween the co-operatives and Com- 
nunism in the economic field. 


PROPERTY RIGHTS IN NEWS 


World C. of C. Votes to Seek Inter- 
national Protection.

PARIS, June 24.— The Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce voted 
last night to seek international pro- 


tection for property rights in news. 

The Chamber, through its stand- 
ing committee, decided to ask an 
amendment to the _ international 
convention for the protection of in- 
dustrial property. 

The amendment would prohibit, 
as an act of unfair competition, the 
publication within an agreed time 
of news obtained “otherwise thun 
by regular and _ unobjectionable 
means.” Recommendation also was 
made urging “every effort” in in- 
dividual countries toward nationu] 
legislation to _ protect property 
rights in news.

LONDON, June 24.—Great Brit- 
ain led today the procession of na- 
tions agreed to drop’ sanctions 
against Italy. 

With 14 votes more than expect- 
ed, Prime Minister Stanley Bald- 


win’s Government received official 


approval from the House of Com- 


mons to recommena suspension of 
the war penalties to the League of 
Nations. The vote last night, after 


extended debate, gave the Govern- 
ment a 384 to 170 victory, sending 
a labor motion of censure to defeat. 


| Cabinet members had predicted a 


200-vote majority in their favor. 

Criticised for his policy of first 
demanding sanctions for Italian ag- 
gression against Ethiopia and then 
recommending their cancellation, 
Baldwin wound up the Govern- 
ment’s case personally. He declared 
“nothing but military action can 
now make any difference in the 
Tt is 
obvious sanctions could not con- 
tinue forever. 

“The League has received a bad 
setback, but failure in the first at- 
tempt to apply collective security 
in no wise means the death of the 
League. We must see how far we 
can make collective security a 
reality. The Government’s policy 
is still based on the League and 
this matter must be taken up at the 
September meeting.” 


Discussion on U. S. Stand. 


The attitude of the United States 
Congress on the sanctions question 
was discussed by Baldwin in reply 
to a question from:‘one of the mem- 
bers. Asked if the United States 
was requested to participate in the 
financial and economic penalties 
against the Fascist nation, Baldwin 
replied no “direct approach” was 
made either by’ the League or any 
of its members. 

The League was well aware, he 
asserted, the “worst possible 
means” of obtaining co-operation 
from Congress would have been to 
ask for it. 

The Government did keep the 
United States closely informed 
throughout developments, he added 

Sir Archibald Sinclair, chairman 
of the Liberal Parliamentary party, 
asserted the “betrayal of the 
League by the Hoare-Laval peace 
negotiations soured the sympathy 
of the United States and turned 
it-into a cynical disillusionment.” 
(Sir Samuel Hoare was formerly 
British Foreign Minister and Pierre 
Laval formerly Premier of France.)

TOKIO, June 24.—Japan rejected 
as “practically meaningless” today 
the three-Power London naval 
treaty. 

The Cabinet, following the lead 
of the Japanese delegation which 
walked out of the treaty sessions 
last. January, refused a British in- 
vitation to join in the pact. 

The Japanese objection to the 
“step-gap” agreement, signed 
March 25 by the United States, 
Great Britain. and France, was 
based on absence of naval parity 
clauses which Japan had insisted 
on. ! 

Because the new treaty does not 
provide restriction of total naval 
tonnage, it is “practically meaning- 
less,” a Cabinet statement said. 

Keinosuke Fujii, charge d’affaires 
in London, was instructed by For- 
eign Minister’ Hachiro Arita to 
notify the British Government of 
the refusal. 

The Japanese delegation in Lon- 
don withdrew from the conference 
after demands for naval equality, 
to replace the old ratio system in 
previous treaties, were denied by 
other Powers. The treaty, as final- 
ly signed. by the three nations, left 
the way open for both Japan and 
Italy to join later. Italy did not 
sign the agreement because of ap- 
plication of sanctions.

Premier Leon Blum carried for- 
ward a double campaign today to 
bind France more firmly to its pres- 
ent allies through regional security 
pacts which would, in their turn, 
fortify the League of Nations’ ecol- 
lective peace agreement. 

A few fresh strikes and renewed 
clashes between Leftists and Na- 
tionalists complicated the domestio 
situation, but Roger Salengro, Min- 
ister of the Interior, assured the 
Cabinet firm measures would end 
internal struggles. 

Striking sailors agreed tonight to 
return to work at Marseilles after 
owners accepted their demands. 

The Government said nearly 50 
ships, bearing red flags during the 
occupation strike, would get under 
way tomorrow night. 

Blum’s Two Proposals. 

Openly fearful that France may 
be left out if Great Britain, Ger- 
many and Italy settle their differ- 
ences, Blum advanced two pro- 
posals to bolster European rela- 
tions. 

The first would permit any group 
of League powers to fight an ag- 
gressor whether grouped according 
to “a given geographical situation 
or from a community of interests.” 

Under the second, members of 
the League would be allowed the 
privilege of instituting “preventive 
measures” if tnreatened by an ag- 
gressor. 

Blum already has balked at a 
British proposal to establish three 
regional zones—-similar to the 
French regional agreements in

THE DEMOCRATIC KEYNOTE. 


If Senator Barkley’s keynote speech is more adroit 
and a more finished oratorica] effort than Senator 
Steiwer’s address at Cleveland two weeks ago, it is 
nonetheless full of the same sort of ridiculous exag- 
geration. 

To Senator Steiwer, Mr. Roosevelt is a man “with- 
out a conscience.” To Senator Barkley, he is a man 
who “is consecrating every fiber of his immortal 
spirit” to the welfare of the people. 

Senator Steiwer painted the present administra- 
tion as centralized autocracy, presided over by a 
New Deal Caesar, who is usurping the liberties of 
the people. But Senator Barkley replies that the 
same thing was said of Washington, Jackson and 
Lincoln, adding that “the American people expect 
their President-to be a leader, not @ craven dummy 
in the lap of some ventriloquist.” 

Senator Steiwer insisted that the policies of the 
New Deal have impaired private credit, destroyed 
confidence and retarded recovery. Senator Barkley 
retorts that the New Deal has preserved private cred- 
it, restored confidence and placed America on the 
road to recovery. 

Senator Steiwer asked “the simple question—Will 
America live or die?” and he answered that it will 
live because a people who survived Valley Forge, 
Gettysburg and the Worl War can also survive the 
New Deal. And Senator Barkley, likewise invok- 
ing the “spirits of departed patriots,” vows that 
we will “rekindle our belief in the nobility of their 
cause and rededicate ourselves to its complete ful- 
fillment.” 

Between these and other fantastic contradictions 
in utterance, the American people are expected to 
make a choice. 

Senator Steiwer had the gall to stand before the 
Cleveland convention and denounce the New Deal 
for measures which he himself voted for. 

Senator Barkley had the audacity to go before the 
Philadelphia convention and reverse what he said 
when he made the Chicago keynote speech in 1932. 

In 1932, he said: 

The cost of government in the United States 
has increased out of all proportion to the needs 
of the people or to the benefits received by them. 
... In 1914, the cost of the Federal Government 


was one billion dollars. For 1932, it is more 

than five billion dollars, an increase of more 

than 500 per cent. / 

In 1936, when the Federal Government is costing 
$8,500,000,000, or 850 per cent of the 1914 figure, he 
stanchly defends the expenditures by saying: 

In this war against depression ... we have 
spent not a dollar to destroy life or property; 
put every dollar by which we have increased 
taxes or deficits or the public debt has been 
devoted to the saving of life and property. 

In other words, it was wrong for the Republicans 
to spend money to save life and property, but it is 
noble for the Democrats to do so. 

In 1932, Senator Barkley said: 

We shall reduce the constantly increasing bur- 
dens of extravagance in government by the elim- 
ination of all unnecessary and unproductive gov- 
ernment activities which have grown up without 
precedent in the history of the world.... We 
propose to abolish every useless office, every 
unnecessary bureau and commission....A new 
Hercules must clean out these Augean stables. 


In 1936, when hundreds of thousands of new jobs 
and offices have been added to those which existed 
in 1932, Senator Barkley says: 

If we had continued the Republican policy of 
doing nothing about relief, nothing about the 
farm crisis, nothing for labor or business, noth- 
ing for homes and farms burdened with debt, 
nothing for one-fourth of the distressed popula- 
tion of this nation, it would have been possible 
not to create new offices. But you cannot double 
the tasks of government and not increase the 
number of employes. 

Indeed, you cannot; neither can you believe a poli- 
ticlan who tells you one thing in 1932 and another 
in 1936, 

In 1932, Senator Barkley engaged in this piece of 
sarcasm on agricultural scarcity: 


The farmers were told by the Farm Board and 
the Secretary of Agriculture that they 
should solve their surplus problem by plowing 
under one-third of their crops. This remedy 
must have been copied from the one offered by 
President Hoover when, as Secretary of Com- 
merce, he announced that the trouble with the 
farmer was that he had too large a surplus and 
that the solution of that problem was for the 
farmer to produce less and eat more. 


In 1936, Senator Barkley, confronted with the fact 
that the New Deal has carried to extreme lengths 
the policy of scarcity urged by the Farm Board and 
Mr. Hoover—a policy for which four years ago he 
had contempt—now fervently upholds it: 


The business man and the manufacturer con- 
trol their production to meet their market. When 
they shut down because of a slack in demand, 
they “plow under” their machines for the time 
and discharge their wage earners. When busi- 
ness is ready to produce for abundance and not 
for profit, it will then be logical to ask the farm- 
er to do likewise. But not until then. 


It is foolish for the Farm Board to curtail farm 
production, but, in the hands of the New Deal, it 
is a wise policy. 

In 1932, Senator Barkley said: 

It is not a wholesome thing to have eight or 
ten million men and women unable to procure 
labor from which to support themselves and 
their families in a nation which has boasted of 
its supreme wealth. 

In 1936, Mr. Barkley is forced to admit that there 
are still 10,000,000 unemployed. 

On Senator Barkley’s extended attack upon the 
Supreme Court, characterized in large part by reck- 
lessness of utterance, we lack space to comment fully. 
But we should like to answer his rhetorical question: 

But when nine eminent men on the highest 
court cannot agree on what the Constitution 
means, is it any wonder that 531 members of the 
U. 8S. Congress find difficulty in agreeing 
about it? 

Does the Senator forget that. when the court 
Passed upon the keystone of the New Deal's legisla- 
tive arch—namely, the NIRA—the vote was 9 to 0? 

Does he forget that the Frazier-Lemke Farm Mora- 
torium Act was killed by the same vote? 

Does he forget that the decision in the Humphrey 
case, in which the court sharply limited the Presi- 
dent's power to remove officials from such bodies 
as the Federal Trade Commission, was by a vote of 
9 to 0? : 

If the Senator will look at the score sheet, he 
will find that, of the 12 New Deal cases decided by 
the court, 10 were decided adversely to the Gov- 
ernment. Of these 10, five were decided by unani- 
mous vote, one by a vote of 8 to 1, three by a vote 
of 6 to 3, and only one by a vote of 5 to 4. Of the 
two New Deal cases in which the Government was 
upheld, the vote was 8 to 1 and 5 to 4. 

In the light of the record—in the light alone of 
the court's decision in the most impertant ease which 


has reached it, NIRA—the Senator will do well to 
withdraw his question. 

But the courage the Senator shows in belaboring 
the Supreme Court and in questioning the adequacy 
of the Constitution to permit the solution of present- 
day problems—this courage disappears when it comes 
to suggesting a remedy. All he has to say on this 
point is: 

If, in the future, further amendment should 
become necessary to enable the people to work 
out their déstiny and protect their fundamental 
rights, or to govern some archaic interpretation 
never intended by its framers, I doubt not that 
the people will face that duty with the same 
calm intelligence which has guided them in the 
past. 

The logical inference from his remarks is that the 
Constitution as now written is inadequate to meet 
conditions and should be modified, but his oratory 
fades away to a weak “if, in the future’—‘“I doubt 
not.” Is the Senator perchance here yielding to the 
temptation to go in for the same weasel-wordedness 
of which he accuses the Republicans? 

Like Senator Steiwer, Senator Barkley comes be- 
fore the nation with a keynote speech in the classic 
manner of such utterances—full of rant and vituper- 
ation and flowery phrase and absurd extravagance 
of statement—while Diogenes continues his weary 
search. 
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CONCENTRATION OF FARM OWNERSHIP. 


Disturbing facts about the trend toward concen- 
tration of farm ownership were disclosed to the Sen- 
ate just before adjournment. The AAA report on 
this subject supplemented information previously 
made public through the efforts of Senator Vanden- 


|berg to obtain light on large benefit payments. 


One sugar company in Hawaii received $1,022,837 
in benefits in the three-year life of AAA. Other 
Hawaiian concerns received lesser but still huge 
sums. A cotton planter in Arkansas collected $392,- 
604. One wheat grower got $51,000 in two years. In 
summary, the report showed that fewer than 300 
producers received a total of $38,460,000. 

These large payments are disturbing enough, but 
the condition of concentrated farm ownership they 
disclose is of greater significance. Some 300 banks 
and insurance companies, it was shown, held nearly 
100,000 farms that were eligible for corn-hog bene- 
fit payments. Of these, 67,302 farms were owned by 
111 insurance firms, and 21,447 by 170 banks. One 
New York insurance company had 2158 farms under 
contract in 1934; another had 3112 corn-hog farms, 
1141 cotton farms and 332 tobacco farms. 

Farming, once the most individualistic of occupa- 
tions, is seen by these figures to be moving toward 
concentrated control. The hardships of the depres- 
sion have led to wholesale foreclosures that brought 
huge quantities of Western and Midwestern land 
into the hands of Eastern concerns. Absentee land- 
lordism, share-cropping and a dependent farm group 
are among the natural consequences. It is a prob- 
lem that should command attention no less than the 
monopolistic trends in industry. 
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DRAFTING THE PLATFORM. 


The Resolutions Committee of the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention will meet, of course, in solemn 
and even prayerful conclave, as befits the spokesmen 
of a great national political party, and frame the 
declaration of principles—the platform—on which 
the party will stand. They will write the pledges 
of the party with respect to the farm problem, the 
currency, relief and all the other issues that con- 
front the country. Something will be said, no doubt, 
about upholding the merit system. On the highest 
authority, that of the Hon. James Aloysius Farley, 
the result will be a platform which the candidates— 
whoever they may be—“can swallow without chok- 
ing.” In fancy, we can see the platform makers at 
work. They weigh each word; they summon ex- 
perts; idea is rubbed against idea—all to the end 
that out of the deliberations of these carefully chosen 
artificers, one from each of the state delegations, 
there shall come a profound document, not perhaps 
the greatest ever struck from the mind of man, 
but still an inspiring and statesmanlike work.

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PIE AT SUNRISE. 


A bit of news comes out of Boston, by way of the 
Transcript, which many will regard as an answer 
to righteous prayer. The breakfast pie has again 
raised its noble head, spread its buoyant wings, 
flashed its bright, Puritan sword. Somewhere in 
the land, the Transcript says, a hotel is serving pie 
for breakfast, and it asks why not? 

Those hills of Concord, swinging gently away from 
Walden’s Pond, are now speaking that blue, allur- 
ing invitation which Emerson heard, and Thoreau 
and the Brook Farm visitor, Alcott. It is blue- 
berry time in Massachusetts, and the song of the 
blueberry pie entrances even as the bobolink’s whis- 
‘tle or the thrush’s aria, and is rather more satisfy- 
ing. And the apple pie is always there, 

Smart-alecky ridicule drove pie from the break- 
fast table. The dietitians carried on when the wise- 
crackers turned to other targets. But generations 
breakfasted on pie and thrived. It was Vachel Lind- 
Say (wasn’t it?) who said, “It is he-man’s food, and 
I don’t mean Felicia Hemans.” That “enraptured 
Yankee,” Emerson, ate pie for breakfast through all 
his 79 years. So did his fellow Brahmins. But we got 
sophisticated, and we went soft, and a godly custom 
perished. It was as if ambrosia had been banished 
from Olympus.

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A NUISANCE BILL KILLED. 


By the overwhelming vote of 17 to 4, the Board 
of Aldermen killed the nuisance bill by which pe- 
destrians would not be permitted to cross streets 
at their own discretion, but only at the direction 
of traffic lights and policemen’s signals. The ordi- 
nance was written to apply to the downtown dis- 
trict (where accidents are extremely rare) and at 
other points. : 

We had such an ordinance in 1929. It was theo- 
retically in effect for 90 days. As a matter of fact, 
it never went into effect because pedestrians ig- 
nored it and the police, after a half-hearted attempt 
to enforce it on the first day, gave it up as hopeless. 
Long before the 90 days were up, it was forgotten. 
Alderman Ziegenbalg quite properly reduced the 
whole thing to an absurdity by offering an amend- 
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ment to install gates at intersections to be operated 
by traffic officers.

great issues in party platforms. Bureau- 

cracy is one that has never failed. In 
1908, the national Democratic platform called 
attention to the alarming increase of office- 
holders: 

“During the past year, 23,784 were added, 
costing $16,156,000, and in the past six years 
of Republican administration, the total num- 
ber of new offices created, aside from many 
commissions, has been 99,319... . 

“We denounce this great and growing in- 
crease in the number of officeholders as 
not only unnecessary and wasteful but also 
as clearly indicating a deliberate purpose on 
the part of the administration to keep the 
Republican party in power at public ex- 
pense.” , 

Extravagance has always been, happily, a 
favorite issue with the party out of power, 
running about even with bureaucracy. The 
reader may be surprised on learning the 
date of the following platform declaration: 

“That the people justly view with alarm 
the reckless extravagance which pervades 


[) ereat the “corridors of time” echo three 


every department of the Federal Govern- 


ment; that a return to rigid economy and 
accountability is indispensable to arrest the 
systematic plunder ©f the public treasury 
by favored partisans; while the recent start- 
ling developments of frauds and corruptions 
at the Federal metropolis show that an en- 
tire change of administration is imperative- 
ly demanded.” 

This truly alarmist utterance was in the 
Republican national platform of 1860, on 
which Abraham Lincoln first presented him- 
self to the American people. And it con- 
cerned the eminently conservative adminis- 
tration of the sedate James Buchanan. 

Still another fearsome echo from the past 
that is bound to achieve permanence in 
party warfare, because having had no be 
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ginning it can have no end, is dictatorship. 
The best samples of platform rhetoric ex- 
tant, in this connection, are Democratic— 
that is, prior to the Cleveland platform of 
the Republicans. ; 

This Democratic denunciation of usurpa- 
tion and tyranny in 1864 grew out of the 
conditions of the Civil War: 

“The subversion of the civil by military 
law in states not in insurrection; the arbi- 
trary military arrest, imprisonment, trial 
and sentence of American citizens in states 
where civil law exists in full force; the sup- 
pression of freedom of speech and of the 
press; the denial of the right of asylum; the 
open and avowed disregard of state rights; 
the employment of unusual test oaths, and 
the interference with and denial of the right 
of the people to bear arms in their de- 
fense.” 

But here is one of later date when the 
country and enjoyed prosperity in a period 
of profound peace: 

“We favor the nomination and election 
of a President imbued with the principles 
of the Constitution, who will set his face 
sternly against executive usurpation of 
legislative and judicial functions, whether 
that usurpation be veiled under the guise 
of executive construction of existing laws, or 
whether it take refuge in the tyrant’s plea 
of necessity or superior wisdom.” 

Against President Theodore Roosevelt in 
1904 was hurled that charge. He was the 
“tyrant.” 

These citations are enough to demonstrate 
that the American people have never gone 
long without being most solemnly and emo- 
tionally warned to beware of spendthrifts, 
bureaucrats and tyrants in their Govern- 
ment. It has been a wholesome tradition 
echoing down along from generation to gen- 
eration. 


Four Lawyers Disbarred

HE Illinois Supreme Court a few days 

ago disbarred four Chicago lawyers. The 
Chicago Bar Association, whose initiative 
was responsible for at least three of these 
actions, deserves the thanks of the com- 
munity. 

An important reason for the prevalence 
of crime and the disrespect for law in Chi- 
cago as in other cities has been the activity 
of unscrupulous lawyers. Many of them are 
clever, and it is not always easy to obtain 
eviderice sufficient to justify their removal 
from practice. The bar association has evi- 
dently gone to much effort in preparing its 
cases and carrying them to a successful con- 
clusion. 

Our system of criminal law assumes the 
innocence of the prisoner. He gets all the 
breaks. The burden is upon the state to 
prove that he is guilty of the charge against 
him. He is surrounded with all the protec- 
tions which the Bill of Rights, fortified by 
the laws of evidence and the rules of pro- 
cedure, can give him. : 

This, of course, is as it’ should be if hu- 
man liberty is to be preserved; but when, in 
addition to all the advantages to which he 
is entitled, the prisoner can hire an un- 


scrupulous lawyer, willing to go to any end 
to free his client and earn his fee, justice 
is almost certain to be defeated. Criminals 
who would otherwise be convicted are left 
free to carry on their trade. Murder and 
robbery are encouraged. The word goes 
round that if the right mouthpiece is select- 
ed, the criminal has little to fear from the 
law. 

The evil is by no means confined to crim- 
inal practitioners. The lawyer who betrays 
his client’s interest in civil matters or takes 
unfair advantage of his opponent also breeds 
disrespect for law and creates in the popular 
mind the notion that law has nothing to do 
with justice. 

Proceedings against men who are morally 
unqualified for practice constitute one of the 
most important services which a lawyers’ 
association can perform for the community. 
Needless to say, it is also a service to the 
great majority of honorable practitioners 
because the presence of the crooked minor- 
ity inevitably lowers the moral tone of the 
profession as a whole. 

It is gratifying to observe that the task of 
purging the bar of its unfit members ig not 
being shirked.

F Franklin Roosevelt, in reori- 
| enting a universe had stuck to 
the essential principles of his 
New Deal and had _ surrounded 
himself by stronger associates, 
there simply wouldn’t have been 
any Republican party today—much 
less a rejuvenated one that threat- 
ens to give him the fight of his 
life. 

The very fact that the Cleveland 
counterfeit New Deal dared do no

In the backwash, some of “the 
greatest subordinate liberal lead- 
ers of the party, in the Senate and 
the House, have been literally fried 
in apprehension and uncertainty by 
the arrogant and, I think, gratui- 
tous appearance of authority in 
these political irresponsibles. In 
unwavering party loyalty, the con- 
gressional wheel-horses have sup- 
ported such men and their actions 
—approving neither. : 

Only too frequently, this has left 
them out on a limb—by some sud- 
den and unexpected retreat of the 
very men or acts they were reluc- 
tantly backing. Sometimes they 
have had too little assurance of ad- 
ministration support in their home 
bailiwick, where their own chances 
have been tarred with the very 
same pitch that is going to hurt 
the President himself in this elec- 
tion—the acts and personalities of 
these people, some of whom are as 
generally disliked and distrusted as 
any men who ever functioned in 
public life. 

It is a heavy load for both the 
President and the leaders. The lat- 
ter, like good soldiers, have taken 
it without complaint—but some 
hearts are burning with indignation 
and resentment. That of itself is 
hurtful to the whole Democratic 
cause. 

If it turns out fatally, it will be 
an unprecedented political tragedy 
—a great liberal leader, so obvious- 
ly right that the only possible ad- 
versary strategy was to steal his 
entire program, but so _ poorly 
served that he could be defeated, 
not on principle, not on personal-

JOHN KESSLER SOLOIST 
AT QUIDOOR CONCERT 


Pianist Plays Before Large Au- 
dience at Little Sym- 
phony Program,

The fourth concert in the Little 
Symphony series being presented 
in the John Burroughs outdoor the- 
ater was given last night under the 
direction of Francis Findlay with 
John Kessler of St. Louis featured 
as piano soloist in one of his own 
compositions.

Mr. Kessler’s piece—a concertino 
for piano and ‘small orchestra, writ- 
ten especially for the Little Sym- 
phony—revealed once more the ex- 
pert hand and the comprehensive 
musical training of this composer. 
Though his material was scarcely 
arresting his disposition of it was 
effective at all times. A wisp of a 
theme was passed through many 
transformations of tempo, dynam- 
ics and instrumentation in setting 
forth two contrasting moods, one 
energetic and affirmative, the other 
tender, tranquil and_ reflective. 
Though there was a certain use of 
dissonance there was no straining 
for an ultra-modern style which is 
no longer very ultra. 

Mr. Kessler and the orchestra 
under Mr. Findlay gave a nicely 
balanced and, on the whole, a ma- 
ture performance with Mr. Kess- 
ler getting a surprisingly rich son- 
ority out of the piano in view of 
its being out of doors. As encores 
Mr. Kessler turned from his own 
works, playing Schumann’s “Ara- 
besque” and Dohnanyi’s “Caprice.” 

In this work and the remainder 
of the program Mr. Findlay re- 
newed the impression he had made 
at the two previous concerts—that 
of a sensitive, sincere, well-schooled 
musician with a love for the music 
he was playing that was always 
communicated to the audience. In 
general it would be fair to say that 
his musicianship was superior to 
‘his baton technique even though his 


concerts improved steadily in pre-

LACLEDE GAS 10 PAY CITY 
$12,050 FOR TREES KILLED 


$200,000 Suit Against Public Utility 
Company to Be Dis- 
missed. 

An agreement to pay the city 
$12,050 for 482 trees destroyed by 
seeping gas during 1933-35 was 
made by representatives of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. in conference 
yesterday with Associate City Coun- 
selor Harold Hanke and Acting 
Park Commissioner Ludwig Bau- 
mann. The city will dismiss its suit 
for $200,000 damages. 


Hereafter, the agreement pro- 
vided, the gas company will replace 
any trees admittedly killed by gas. 
The settlement was at $25 a tree, 
approximately covering cost of in- 
stalling and removing the 482 trees, 
but not their replacement. The 
city had asked for replacement in 
its suit. Testimony, covering 1100 
typed pages, had been taken before 
a Circuit Court Commissioner. The 
company, in its evidence, had 
denied liability. 

The trees involved were along 


curbs in various sections of the city 
and had trunks from four to 34 
inches in diameter. The trees were 
valued by the city from $50 for a 
four-inch sycamore to $1985 for a 
34-inch soft maple.

A sufficient number of signatures 
have been obtained to place on the 
ballot in the general election next 
November the proposed State con- 
stitutional amendment to create a 


sion, which will have complete 


charge of all wild life resources 
of the State, it was announced yes- 
terday at a meeting of directors 
of the Restoration ‘and Conserva- 
tion Federation of Missouri at 
Hotel Mayfair. 

Edward K. Love, chairman of 
the federation’s Finance Committee 
for St. Louis and St. Louis County, 
said that although the circulation 
of the petitions would be continued 
to get as many signatures as pos- 
sible, he was assured enough al- 
ready ‘had been obtained to assure 
a vote on the proposition. 

Work of obtaining the signatures 
was begun in March in the 13 con- 
gressional districts of the State. A 
minimum of 50,000 signers was 
needed or 5 per cent of the regis- 
tered voters in two-thirds of the 


districts. The petition will be filed 
| with the Secretary of State before 
July 3. 

Proposed Amendment. 


The proposed amendment pro- 
vides for a commission of four 
members to be appointed by the 
Governor to serve terms of six 
years without compensation, and 
not more than two of them 
'ghali be members of the same po- 
| litical party. Their terms would 
be staggered so as not to expire at 
the same time. 

A director of conservation would 
be appointed by the commission, 
and he would have power to ap- 
, point employes, with the approval 
of the commission. Qualifications 
of the director and employes would 
be determined by the commission 
/ under a merit system. No com- 
| missioner would be eligible for em- 
| ployment. 
| Power to acquire property also 
would be given to the commission. 
Two features of the proposed 
amendment, as discussed by the 
federation’s directors, were that it 
imposed no taxes, and that all funds 
for the restoration and conserva- 
tion of wild life resources, or pur- 
chase of land, would come from 
the sale of hunting and fishing li- 
censes. These fees might be used 
| for no other purpose, the amend- 
| ment provides, but under the ex- 
isting system, the Legislature fre- 
quently has made appropriations 
from Game Department funds for 
other purposes in no way related 
to activities of that department. 

The General Assembly might en- 
act laws in aid of but not incon- 
sistent with the amendment, and 
| conflicting laws would not\remain 
| in force, it provides. The amend- 
, ment, if adopted, will become effec- 
tive July 1, 1937.

IN COUNTY AND CITY 


Trees and Unprotected Lawns 
Suffered Most, Shaw’s Gar- 
den Head Says. 


The recent dry spell, which pre- 
vailed during May and June with 
only occasional showers in small 
areas of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County until last Monday’s rain, 
mostly affected lawns and young 
plants, George H. Pring, Superin- 
tendent of Shaw's Garden, said to- 
day. 

Trees, éxcept sycamores planted 
along sidewalks—~and with root 
areas covered with paving, suf- 
fered mo damage evident at this 


time as there was sufficient mois- 
ture in the sub-soil. Street syca- 
mores, however, had a minor de- 
gree of defoliation. 

Lawns not protected by tree 
shade and exposed to the sun were 
severely burned, but the damage 
was not permanent, Pring said. He 
explained that at this time of the 
year blue grass begins its period 
of dormancy and does not make a 
growth equal to its spring and fall 
effort even under favorable condi- 
tions. 


Blue Grass May Be Revived. 

If rains continue and_ cool 
weather prevails, much of the blue 
grass will slowly grow again from 
roots which are simply dormant 
from the natural cycle and heat. 
It is likely that restoration of blue 
grass will be seen by fall if con- 
ditions remain favorable, he said. 

Late seeded annuals and young 
perennial plants were retarded, and 
if not killed by the dry spell should 
be having normal growth after the 
rain. 

Pring advised conservation of 
moisture now in the soil as much 
as possible. He suggested keeping 
a dust mulch on garden beds by 
raking the top soil, so the ground 
will not crack releasing the mois- 
ture. He estimated that an inch 
of dust mulch would conserve the 
moisture over a period three times 
longer than when the top-soil is 
hard. 

Other forms of mulching for gar- 
den plots may be adopted, such as 
covering with peat moss, leaves, 
grass cuttings, or well-rotted ma- 
nure. A test made at the garden 
last fall by covering an exposed 
plot of ground with rotted manure 
three inches deep showed full mois- 
nt conservation until last May

Conservation of moisture should 
have begun during the dry spell by 
not mowing at all, letting the top 
blades grow long to protect the soil 
and permit deeper root growth. The 
longer the blade, the longer the root 
system, and the greater the storage 
for food, Pring said. 

It must be remembered, however, 
that without mowing weeds will 
have an opportunity to go to seed 
and must be dug out with crab- 
grass that is now growing rapidly 
after the rain, Pring said. 


16 MORE LICENSES ISSUED

Total of 87 Permits Approved in 
10 Days in Drice to Collect 
From 752 Dealers. 


Sixteen more St. Louis County 
liquor licenses were approved by 
the County Court today, making a 
total of 87 since the court began 


its campaign 10 days ago to force 
752 tavern and saloon owners to 
take out county licenses and thus 
collect $27,000 in annual revenue 
which was being lost.

“Of even more practical sig- 
nificance is the fact that fully half 
of the steel tonnage booked during 
June has been prompted by price 
advances. While the current week 
has brought a sharp curtailment 
in this kind of business because 
many companies are closing their 
books against further forward pur- 
chases, it cannot be denied that 
a large proportion of production 
during June has been borrowed 
from July and August. 

Capital Goods Activity Index. 

“On the credit side of the ledger 
is the well-sustained level of gen- 
eral industrial activity. The “Iron 
Age” index of capital goods activity 
advanced two paints last week to 
78 per cent of the 1925-27 average. 
It thus approached jts January peak 
and topped the high mark of the 
spring. It remains to be seen whetb- 
er or not anticipatory buying will 
nullify the effects of this influence 
during late July and August. 

“Sustained automotive activity and 
increased railroad purchases remain 
the outstanding factors in the pres- 
ent steel situation. The former is 
unquestionably affecte@ by bonus 
payments and latter derives support 
from higher third-quarter prices. 
Freight car orders include 2820 for 
the Southern Pacific and 700 for 
the Northern Pacific, while new in- 
quiries involve 1200 units, 

“Fabricated structural steel let- 
tings have declined from 25,410 tons 
to 16,140 tons, but new projects have 
increased from 18,450 to 30,500 tons. 
Practically all of the new work 
coming out for bids represents cov- 
erage in anticipation of higher 
prices and all of the inquiries will 
not result in orders. 

Machinery Buying Rate High. 

“Buying of machinery and equip- 
ment remains at an unusually high 
rate. The heavy demand of a few 
months ago is now regarded as only 
normal and pressure for deliveries 
continues strong. The large volume 
of inquiry precludes the character- 
istic summer slump and makers’ 
backlogs necessitate the placing of 
orders far in advance. A shortage 
of skilled labor is reported from 
many districts. 

“The scrap market has taken on 
new life because of continued heavy 
spot demand. However, it is gener- 
ally conceded that healthy improve- 
ment cannot be expected before fall, 
and the “Iron Age” composite is un- 
changed at $12.75 a gross ton. The 
pig iron composite is also holding at 
$18.84 a gross ton, while the lack of 
steel buying at third-quarter levels 
prevents an advance in the finished 
steel composite from the 2.097¢ @ 
pound level.”

It's too new yet to judge 
its effect. We are in a transitional 
period. In my letters, 500 and more 
a day from all parts of the country, 
the strongest note is that of con- 
flict, not always spoken but felt, 
between men and women trying to 
adjust themselves to this thing of 
equality. A man feels hurt if his 
wife doesn’t want to assume her 
share of economic responsibility, 
and hurt if she does.
